State Department Is Troubled by 
the Venezuela Question. 


THREE MONTHS’ TIME GIVEN 


Story Revived of a Pledge of United 
States Officials Which Made 
Arbitration Certain.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—There is much 
speculation here about the meaning of that 
clause of The Hague Tribunal’s decision in 
the Venezuela cas@ which commissions the 
United States to carry out the award with- 
in’ three months. At the State Department 
it is said that no interpretation can be given 
tntil the text of the decision arrives. 
ports conflict regarding the language, of 
the clause, and it remains to be seen what 
the decision really is. 

On the face of it the decision seems to 
have a grave meaning. When, the allied 
powers first attempted to collect their 
debts from Venezuela by force, and the 
action was resented in the United States, 
efforts were made to induce the United 
States to act as arbitrator. For a time the 
President seemed to favor that course, and 
Ambassador von Holleben actually tele- 
graphed his Government that Mr. Roose- 
velt had consented to accept the post. 

A chorus of opposition arose from the 
press and from public men, who argued 
that to accept this position would bind thé 
United States to act as debt collector for 
European powers in their South American 
quarrels. It was represented that this

The arbitration idea was killed, and the 
Administration induced the powers to take 
their dispute to The Hague. At that time 
it was privately stated in displomatic 
circles, though not publicly, that in order 
to induce the powers to take the matter to 
The Hague the Administration had given 
the powers to understand that the United 
States would see that the award was paid 
if the decision was in their favor. 

If this statement is true, the mysterious 
clause in The Hague decision is explained, 
The United States dodged the post of debt 
collector merely by pushing it a year fur- 
ther on. This country, supposing this 
statement to be true, must itself collect the 
debt, and in case Venezuela resists, Unit- 
ed States troops must play the Sheriff's 
part. A precedent is also set for the fut- 
ure, The very thing which the President 
avoided when he gave up the idea of arbi- 
trating the dispute has merely been post- 
poned a year, and now faces the United 
States with a year-old pledge tied to it—a 
pledge presumably made either because the 
powers would not have agréed to arbitra- 
tion without it, or because the United 
States felt sure that the decisien would not 
make the “allies” preferred creditors. In 
that case, the-thagrin feit at the State DP- 
partment over the decision has another and 
more serious explanation. 

But it is said at the State Department 
that there is not a scrap of paper anywhere 
in that building which contains any such 
pledge. If, therefore, the story whispered 
in the embassies a year ago is true, the 
pledge must have been oral. 
to be said that this whispered story was 
then told with the utmost positiveness as 
a fact. 

At the time when the allies were trying 
to induce the President to act as arbi- 
trator, those who opposed the idea held 
that the allies were seeking to draw this 
country into a false position; that the Bu- 
ropean enemies of the Monroe doctrine 
would be well satisfied if they could induce 
the United States to take the position of 
guarantor for the South American debts, 
present and future. Yet the position was 
one of some difficulty. 

President Rooseveit’s message had inter- 


preted the Monroe doctrine as in no way j 


preventing the forcible collection of South 
American debts by European powers. But 
when the powers acted upon this interpre- 
tation it was found that American senti- 
ment strongly resented any show of force 
in American waters. 
matie circles that if debts must be forcibly 
collected, as the President’s message had 
explicitly said they could be, then this 
country would rather that they were col- 
lected by American arms than by European 
arms. 

This was given as the explanation for the 
alleged promise on which the case was 
taken to The Hague, and it may be the 
foundation for the tribunal’s decision that 
the United States shall collect the award. 

Reports differ as to whether the whole 
award or only the costs are to fail within 
the province of the United States. The 
distinction does not appear to be of vital 
importance, since the position of the United 
States as an international Sheriff on this 
side of the ocean seems to be defined, 
whichever the correct version is. The State 
Department, however, will not commit it- 
self without knowing what the decision con- 
templates. 


WOMAN INDIAN FIGHTER DEAD. 


Mrs. Sarah B. Hadden Dies at Ephraim, 
Utah, Aged Ninety.

EPHRAIM, Utah, Feb. 24.—Mrs, Sarah 
B. Hadden, a heroine of the Utah Indian 
wars, died at her home here to-day aged 
ninety years. 

Mrs. Hadden was one of the pioneers 
who crossed the plains with the Mormon 
expedition from Nauvoo, Ill. She located 
here with her husband and from the day 
of their arrival until five years later they 
were forced to fight hostile Indians. Black- 
hawk, the Chief of the Indians, seyeral 
times led an assault on the little settlement 
but without success. 

Mrs. Hadden, a good shot with the rifle 
and revolver, was one of the defenders of 
the stockade. So sure was her aim that the 
Indians dubbed her “ white she devi.” Mrs.

Stock ‘Exchange Opens for First Time 
Since Fire—New Building.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 24.+Though there 
Was more or less anxiety in regard to the 
resumption of business at the Stock Ex- 
change, in temporary quarters in Builders’ 
Exchange, to-day, which has not been open 
since the great fire here; business was 
transacted withoyt the appearance of any 
disturbing factor. 

The greatest interest centred about the 
United Railway -securities, because of the 
interruption of its traffic by the fire and 
fear of a decided reduction of its revenues 
for the year. United Railway 4s, which 
sold at 90, were about 1% less than sales 
before the fire. The incomes declined about 
7 points, to 49%, but closed fractionally 
higher and at the best for the day. United 
Railway common at 6% was about 1% 
lower. 

Money is plentiful and easy at 4% per 
cent. The total] sales were: Bonds, $93,600; 
stock, 785 shares. 

The Governors of the Baltimore Stock 
Exchange to-day approved the plans for the 
new building drawn by Howell & Stokes 
of New York.

TOKIO, Feb. 24.—Apparently part of 

Russia’s forces are concentrating at Pos- 
siet Bay, (south of Vladivostok,) whence 
scouts are penetrating into Hang-yen-do, 
Song-ching, and Wen-san. 
It appears also that troops from north 
of the Yalu are making a reconnaissance 
in force in the direction of An-ju, and 
that about 1,200 men are already south 
of An-ju. 

These movements seem not to be re- 
garded seriously in Japan, where Ping- 
yang is considered safe.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 24.—The Japanese Army 
Corps landed at Cne-mul-pho, Korea, total- 
ing about 30,000 men, has already been de- 
ployed between Siéul and Ping-yang.

FOR AN ARBITRATION TREATY. 


Negotiations Regarding a Convention 
Between America and France. 


PARIS, Feb, 24.—In official circles 
Paris to-day it was stated that negotiations 
were actually in progress between the Unit- 
ed States and France for an arbitration 
treaty. 

It is pointed out here that the Russo- 
Japanese war and the possibility of com- 
plications growing out of that struggle 
rather tend to cause hesitation on the part 
of the negotiators of an arbit®ation treaty 
instead of hastening its signature. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The State De- 
partment says that the President has been 
considering the possibility of arranging an 
arbitration treaty with France. 

It is further stated that similar proposi- 
tions "have been made to this Government 
by the diplomatic representatives of Great 
Britain, Italy, and Hoiiand. 

Although earnestly favoring the principle 
arbitration, President Roosevelt is in- 
disposed to submit an arbitration treaty to 
the Senate until he is assured of its ap- 
proval. The rejection of treaties by the 
Senate, or, almost as bad, its failure to act 
upon them, always leaves a feeling of irri- 
tation on the part of the other party to the 


treaty. 
STARCH MILL EXPLOSION. 


Three Killed and Illinois Plant De- 
stroyed by Mysterious Accident. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 24,—Three nien were 
killed and eighteen were injured to-night 
in an explosion that wrecked the starch 
mill of the Warner Sugar Refining Com- 
pany at Waukegan, Ill. The money loss is 
$250,000. 

The injured are mostly Poles and Bohe- 
mians. None of them will die. 

No definite cause is known for the ex- 
plosion.

SUAKIM, Egypt, Feb. 24.—The Captain of

FIGHTS SALOONS TO A CLOSE. 


Pennsylvania Minister Forces Bars to 
Shut Up on Sunday.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Feb. 24.—After 
a ten months’ crusade, during which an 
attempt was made to murdert him and 
threats of violence by-dynamite and arson 
were made against him in anonymous let- 
ters, the Rev. O. G. Langford of Freeland 
to-day forced fifty-one saloon keepers to 
sign an iron-clad agreement to close their 
places and not sell or give away a drop of 
liquor on Sundays. 

Last April he started his crusade and had 
the saloonkeepers arrested, until their fines 
of $20 each aggregated $1,300. 

His friends urged him to give up the 
fight, members of the Law and Order So- 
ciety resigned fearing violence, and rich 
people, who had subscribed to the crusade 
fund, withdrew, fearing assault. The Rev. 
Mr. Langford persevered, however, and to- 
day in court won the victory. 


NEW CABLE TO JAPAN. 





America Would Allow Connection with 
the Island of Guam. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Inquiries have 
been addressed to the Government by repre. 
sentatives of the Commercial Cable Com- 
pany as to whether permission could be se- 
cured to land on the Island of Guam an 
ocean cable connecting with Japan. 

The request is based on apprehension that 
the existing Japanese cables, both of which 
run to Shanghai, may from their exposed 
positions be cut by the Russians and Japan 
be left completely isolated from the world. 


At Guam the projected cable, of course, 
would connect with the existing American 
cable. 

Careful examination has been made into 
the question as to whether or not assent cn 
the part of the United States to this re- 
quest would involve a breach of neutrality. 
The decision reached is.in the negative, on 
the ground that a cable is a commercial in- 
strument like a mail ship.

Arthur were current late yesterday aftex- 


noon and early in the evening. 
Story Told in St. Petersburg. 


The most circumstantial report was that 
the Japanese had attempted to bottle up 
Admiral Stark’s fleet in Port Arthur by 
sinking two stone-laden vessels at the en- 
trance of the harbor, employing the tac- 
tics which were considered, but not execu- 
ted, by the late Admiral Sampson, United 
States Navy, with the Merrimac at Santi- 
ago during the Spanish-American war. 

According to this account, two Japanese 
ships appeared off the harbor with a Jap- 
anese fleet behind them, and ostensibly in 
pursuit. The Russians, however, suspected 
a ruse, and their ships steamed out, sank 
the stone-laden vessels, engaged and dé- 
feated the enemy and drove them off. The 
reports.of the loss inflicted, however, are 
conflicting. 

All the stories include the feature of the 
vessels loaded with stones, but according to 
some versions the Japanese flest was con- 
voying transports with the purpose of ef- 
fecting a landing at Pigeon Bay, and, after 
the faflure of this preliminary manoeuvre, 
the Russians played havoc with both the

PARIS, Feb. 24.—The Russian Embassy 
here has received a communication to the 
effect that a Japanese squadron, during 
the night of Feb. 24, tried to block the en- 
trance of Port Arthur harbor, at the same 
time attacking Russian warships there with 
torpedo boats and trying to set them on 
fire. 

The battleship Retvizan, supported by the 
coast batteries, repelled this attack,. forced 
the Japanese to retire, and succeeded in 
sinking four of their vessels. 

The news of this Russian victory was 

sted in the lobbies of the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate during the sitting 
to-day and caused great enthusiasm. 

In a dispatch from Harbin a correspondent 
of the Matin says that the Japanese, in an 
attempt to repeat at Port Arthur the ex- 
periment made by the Americans at San- 
tiago, sent in three merchant ships to be 
sunk in the entfance to the harbor.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—A dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram Company from St. Peters- 
burg, sent at 11 o’clock last night, says 
that on Feb. 23 the Japanese attempted to 
send four steamers filled with explosives 
among the Russian fleet in Port Arthur 
harbor.

London View of Togo’s Plan. 

Viceroy Alexieff's dispatch to the Czar 
clearing up the doubts’ caused by the nu- 
merous sensational versions of the last Port 
Arthur affair was received in London too 
late to be published in the early editions of 
the morning papers, but it confirms the 
opinion founded upon earlier rumors that 
Admiral Togo made a daring attempt to 
bottle up the Russian fleet at Port Arthur. 

Although Viceroy Alexieff asserts that 
the entrance to the Harbor of Port Arthur 
is still free, the fact that Admiral Togo’s 
fleet, minus the vessels injured in the 
courageous exploit, was seen steaming at 
full speed on a southeast course from Wel-

FEVERISH MILITARY ACTIVITY 


Troops Are Being Rushed to Manchuria 
—Public Feeling in Russia Is 
Remarkably Quiet.

MOSCOW, Feb. 24.—There is military 
activity everywhere between Odessa and 
Moscow. At Vilna’ the activity is quite 
feverish. 

At 2 A. M. on Feb. 16 two heavily 
laden troop trains were dispatched to 
Manchuria, fol'owing the trains sent a 
few days before. The men were accom- 
modated in the usual covered vans, 
marked “ For eight horses or forty men.” 
There were no heating arrangements. 

Educated Russians at Vilna expressed 
much sympathy with the men in view of 
the rigorous climatic conditions between 
Vilna and Manchuria and the fact that it 
will take them a month to reach their 
destination. 

At Vilna my informant learned from a 
Russian: Colonel that some 500 Jewish 
regulars and reserves had deserted in 
three weeks. Asked if it were true that 
between a dozen and a score Jewish sol- 
dirs ordered to Manchuria had deserted, 
that all except six had got over the fron- 
tier to Germany, and that these six were 
shot immediately, the Colonel said he be- 
lieved that several such Jews had been 
caught and had paid the inevitable pen- 
alty. 

Among the Jews of Southern Russia the 
feeling is that whatever race is spared by 
the Government in the orders to pro- 
ceed to the front it will not be the Jew- 
ish. 

The news of volunteering in Russia en 
thasse is absurdly exaggerated. The pub- 
lic feeling on the whole is remarkably 
quiet, 

The reading public denounces the press 
for publishing special dispatches which 
are for the most part pure concoctions. 


JAPANESE-KOREAN TREATY. 


It Is Believed to Mean a Protectorate 
Over the Hermit Kingdom. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Secretary Hay 
has received information that Japan has 
negotiated a treaty with Korea whereby 
she guarantees the independence and integ- 
rity of that country. 

No details of the treaty have been an- 
nounced at the State Department, which 
confines itself for the present to the brief 
announcement of the treaty’s conclusion. 
It is known, however, that Korea in return 
gives pe extensive military rights, and 
the officials here regard the negotiation of 
the treaty as a declaration by Japan of her 
protectorate over the Hermit Kingdom, and 
a.move which has long been expected. 

The declaration of a protectorate over 
Korea by Japan of course removes Korea 
from the ranks of neutral powers and 


makes the Hermit Kingdom as legitimate a 
field for military operations as Japan itself. 


CZAR ABOLISHED CENSORSHIP. | 


His Action the Result of Representa- 
tions by Melville E. Stone. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—Reuter’s Telegram 
Company has given out an explanation: of 
how the abolition of the censorship in Rus- 
sia was brought about, as follows:

Manager of The Associated Press, had with 
the Czar at St. Petersburg. 

‘Mr. Stone urged upon his Majesty the 
wisdom of abolishing the censorship, and 
as a result of the manner in which the 
matter was represented to him the Czar 
called upon M. de Plehve, Minister of the 
Interior, for a report on the subject. This 
report having been made, the Czar gave 
an order that the censorship should cease.” 


POULTNEY BIGELOW ON WAR. 


Says This Land Has Not an Official 
Friend in All Europe. 


Poultney Bigelow arrived here yesterday 
on the steamship Moltke from Hamburg. 
On landing he said that, since the begin- 
ning of the talk of war between Russia 
ana Japan, the feeling of unfriendliness 
which has existed against this country in 
Europe has grown, until now, in Govern- 
ment circles, there is not a friend of the 
United States to be found. 

“The working people of Europe,” he 
said, too, ‘‘are not for Russia at all. Only 


the people in high official positions hope 
for Russian success. The German Govern- 
ment looks to Russia to win because Rus- 
sia and Germany represent the last re- 
maining of the despotic Governments. If 
Russia is beaten both countires will have 
to change to more popular forms.”’ 

“* Mr. igelow was asked if he thought 
that Germany and this country were still 
drifting on to hostilities. 

* Yes,’’ he replied, but I do not know 
how long we will drift. Germany is keep- 
ing up the war scare for the purpose of 
grinding out taxes from the people. 

“It is very likely that this country will 
one of these days stretch out her hand 
when some European power tries to domi- 
neer over a weaker nation, and tell the 
greater power to keep away. ermany may 
sometime try to annex the Netherlands 
while the form of governfent is almost 
Republican. Then in her own interests this 
country would have to intervene.

Children and Stepchildren Who Inherit 
His Estate. 


Harry Payne Whitney, the elder son and 
sole executor of William C. Whitney, and 
the heritor to five-tenths of his father's 
fortune, is about twenty-nine years old. 
His mother was Miss Flora Payne, a great 
heiress, who bequeathed her entire fortune 


to her husband. 
Harry Payne Whitney was the censtant 


companion of his father. Some years ago 
Mr. Whitney said that as far as his inter- 
ests were concerned, his son, Harry Payne, 
would become the head of the family in 
business. He is a graduate of Yale, and 
when there was one of the editors of The 
News, Yale’s daily newspaper. He was an 
intimate friend of William Vanderbilt, eld- 
est son of the late Carnelius Vanderbilt. 
William Vanderbilt died from typhoid fever 
contracted at Yale. It Was through this 
friendship that Harry Payne Whitney be- 
came a frequent visitor to the Cornelius 
Vanderbilts, and it resulted in his marriage 
to Miss Gertrude Vanderbilt, the eldest 
daughter of the house. With Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, the eldest son, there has never 
been the same cordiality, and to-day Mr.

Mr. and Mrs..Harry Payne Whitney have 
two children. Their Summer home is at 
Newport. They purchased the Knower es- 
tate, but they always pass the month of 
August at Saratoga. 

Mrs. Whitney is tall and dark and with 
the marked features of the Vanderbilts., 
She was brought up in the simplest manner 
possible. She is an artist of talent, a good 
painter of portraits, a sculptor, and an ex- 
cellent musician. Mrs. Whitney cares little 
for society, but this Winter she emerged a 
bit from her retirement and gave several 
entertainments, among which were a mu- 
sicale and a dinner dance. Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney live in the former 
residehce of William C. Whitney, at I'ifth 
Avenue and Fifty-seventh Street. This was 
purchased from Mrs. Frederick Stevens, 
now the Duchess of Dino, by the late 
William C. Whitney. 

Payne Whitney is the second son. His 
heritage is only one-tenth. That is not a 
surprise to those who know the Whitne 
family. It is no secret that Oliver H

‘James M. Beck Leads’ Assault 


OnAnti-Injunctioff Bill, 


Influential Business Ofganizations 


Represented at Hearing Before a 
“Hoase Committes, 


Special to The New Yoth Timek 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—There 


large gathering of representative merchants, 
manufacturers, and business men from all 
parts of the country at thé hearing given 
this morning by the House Committee on 
Judiciary on the pending Anti-Injunction 


bill. The Chairman of the committee, Judge 
Jenkins, conducted the consideration ‘of the 
Bubject by reading questions propounded by 
the friends of the bill. 

James M. Beck, late AbBsiStant Attor- 
mey General and now of New York City, 
appeared for the Building Contractors’ 
Ceuncil of the City of Chicago and several 
National associations of-mahufacturers and 
employers. 

After.referring to the bill as one of the 
**most mischievous and iniquitous pieces of 
legislation ever proposed to a committee 
of the American Congress,’’ he continued: 

“Giving to the language of the bill its 
fair ahd’ feasonable import, it should be 
entitled. a bill to repeal the Sherman anti- 
trust law, to deprive the courts of their 
most effective power to protect life and 
property, and to authorize organizations of 
men. to inflict grievous wrong. upon the 
people, provided that wrong is inflicted “in 
contemplation or furtherance of a_ trade 
dispute.’ The act broadly uses the word 
* persons,’ and permits any. one, whether 
he be an employer or an employe, to com- 
bine to do acts at present unlawful, pro- 
vided that ‘these acts are in * contempla- 
tion "for there need not be any trade dis+ 
pute actually in present existence—or in 
“furtherance of a trade dispute between 
employer and employes. 

““ Disguise its purpose as wé may, it is 
beyond question an attack upon the courts 
of the United States, and an attempt to 
strip them of a power which has been 
found, in long judicial experience, to be 
essential to the protection .of life and prop- 
erty. “This act has been well called the 
Anti-Injunction bill, for its real purpose is 
disclosed in the sweeping sentence with 
which it econcludes—‘ nor shall any restrain- 
ing order or injunction be issued with re- 
lation thereto,’ ‘thereto’ being trade dis- 
putes. 

“The act is based upon the assumption that 
labor cannot protect its interests by moral 
sSuasion, but that it is essential that it 
shall, by wiolence, prevent other workmen, 
who prefer to be independent, from working 
Upon such terms.as they please. 


The Bill’s Real Purpose. 


“ &s an attack upon thé judicial tribunals 
of ovr country, it is without ahy justifica- 
tion. -{t is based upon’ the. assumption, 
thinly disguised by-Mr. Gompers and more 
outspokenly uttered by other labor leaders, 
that the courts have not been fair to labor 
in ‘their, disposition of labor dispites. 

“Tite daw’as to labor organizations is clear 
and unquestioned. The right of labor to or- 


ganize, the right of employes, singly or col- 
ectively, for any reason, to quit work, and 
their right in’ aziy peaceable and orderly 
way to persuade others to quit work has 
béen conceded in every adjudicated case. 
‘Where then has the line been drawn? Al- 
ways at the point where moral influences 
cease and violence begins. Wherever strik- 
ers or those directing them have by riétous 
and disorderly conduct, or by an open show 
of force or violence, sought to interfere with 
the équal right of other workingmen to 
work, and the right of employers to man- 
age their own property, then, and then only, 
the courts of equity have interfered in 
order to preyent irreparable injury. Are 
they to be criticised for such interference? 
Unquestionably there are other means of 
redress, but none that are adequate. 

** At common law strikers who thus by vio- 
lence interfere with the rights of others may

beyond thé limitation to which I have re- 
ferred. Obviously the remedy was by ap- 
peal to the appellate tribunal, which 
would have promptly reversed such find- 
ing. But is it necessary that a wise and 
salutary priniciple of remedial jurispru- 
defice, which often is the sole effectivé 
safeguard of life and property, shall be 
destroyed in the Federal Courts because 
one or two Judges of those courts may 
in a particular case have gone beyond the 
limits of their power? «the occasional 
error by a Judge isa justification to take 

power in a given (gid from all Judg- 
e& the courts would soon be tied hand 
an@ foot, In this connection I may also 
shy that although Mr. Gompers gave the 
impression to your committee that the 
Sherman anti-trust law had been par- 
ticularly oppressive upon labor combi~ 
nations, as a matter of fact, with few ex- 
ceptions, every exercise of power under that 
act has been directed against the employ- 
ers of labor, as indeed it should be when 
they, in turn, transgress the limits of the 
a 


“If,'as provided by this act, two or more 
persons, in furtherance of a trade dispute, 
aré at liberty to do any act, however un- 
lawful under present definitions of right, 
Unless the same act if done by a single 
person is specifically punishable as a crime, 
then a number of acts will be validated, as- 
suming the act to be constitutional, which 
aré just as effective in depriving a work- 
man of his right to labor or an employer 
of his right to manage his business as the 
most flagrant physical violence, No one 
s better than the professional la- 
bor leaders, and they know 1 well that 
with this breach in the wall, the citadel 
which protects the sacred rights of property 
would assuredly fall. 


Federal Power Exceeded. 


“TI cannot but call attention to the fact 
that this act goes far beyond the limits 
of Federal power. Its real: purpose is to 
be operative throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, and in this attempt 
it is obyiously invading a province which 
hitherto, under the: broadest and most lib- 
erel construction of the Constitution, has 
been reserved for the police power of the 
States. Probably the advocates of the bill 
have been misled because: the Federal 
courts have so: often intervened in trade 


disputes, but they should remember that 
the power of the Federal courts to poss 
upon the question was, with few except a 
not based upon the essential nature of the 
controversy, but upon the diversity of cit- 
izenship of the litigants, and that in ad- 
ministering the~ laws in such cases the 
Federal courts were but applying the laws 
of the respective States in which the con- 
troversy arose. I am not unaware that 
in the Debs dase, and in a few others, the 
right of the Federal courts to intervene 
was placed upon the direct relation which 
the dispute bore to inter-State commerce; 
but_u trade «dispute, to be thus subjected 
to Federal power, must have a necessary 
and direct relation to inter-$tate or for- 
elgn commerce, and not one\merely col- 
lateral ana incidental. 

“TJ believe in Federal power. It was my 
privilege, in the case of the Northern Se- 
curities Company, when argued before the 
Circuit Judges, to urge that the Federal 
power was broad enough to meet the case 
of a New Jersey corporation which was 
formed for the purpose of consolidating 
two parallel: and ‘competing inter-State 
roads, but-I never contended, and I never 
heard any one contend, that the Federal 
Go*\ernment had power over persons and 
acts, simpty because they might have some 
relation to a dispute between an employer 
and we. en engaged in inter-State com- 
mrce. venture to say. that no such <laim 
Was ever pet made for, Federal power.. To 
me it is unthinkable as a constitutional 
propesition, for, if true, then the States 
are practically without reserved rights. 


Effect of Class Legislation. 

“Why; then, some one may say, need you 
concern yourself about it? My answer is 
that every unfair and inconsiderate sop 
thrown by Congress to any class simply 
whets the appetite of that class for more 
legislative faVors. Like Othello’s jealousy, 
the appetite for Governmental favor ‘ grows 
by what it feeds on.’ Having received from 
Congress this moral recognition of the 
right to’ riot, the ieaders of labor organiza- 
tions will not be slow to return to these 
halls of legislation and demand other and 
greater concessions. That there should be 
this conflict between labor and capital is 
to be deplored. Far from being essentially 


werxjog bodies, they are the*right and the 
left wings of the army of industry, and 
should march shoulder to showder with a 
common purpose and loyal the same 
flag of liberty regulated by law. 

“T am convinced, however, that such unity 
of spirit will never be promoted by legisla- 
tion which, in seeking to aid one class, will 
widen the breach between both. There can 
never be industrial peace in this country 
until it is based upon justice, and there 
cannot be any justice until the rights.of 
property and ‘the infinitely greater right 
of the individual to work are sacredly rec- 
ognized. Upon this subject we cannot af- 
ford, to temporize. In vain are your \po-

SUBWAY TO SURFACE 


(Offer of Metropolitan Interests in 
New Underground. Deal. © 
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TO TAP TW@ RAILROADS 


Tentative Plan to be Presented to the 
Rapid Transit’ Commission 
This Afternoon. 


Promising free transfers from its pro- 
posed subway to all of the present cross- 
town street surface railway Iines on Man- 
hattan Island, the Metropolitan Traction 
interests will lay before the Rapid Transit 
Commission at its meeting this afternoon 
a tentative plan for a new north and south 
underground road. 

According to the general plan the route 
will be from the Battery to Thirty-8econd 
Street, along the general line of the present 
Eighth Avenue street surface cars—Green- 
wich Street, over Canal, up Hudson to 
Abingdon Square, and thence up Eighth 
Avenue. At the intersection of the avenue 
with Thirty-second Street the s@bway 
would tap the new Pennsylvania Railroad 
station, and from that point it is proposed 
to turn east at some street between Thirty- 
second and Thirty-sixth Streets and cross 
to Lexington Avenue or to Second Avenue, 
if necessary, running north to the Harlem 
River. 

Going ‘north by Lexington Avenue the 
subway line would tap the Grand Central 
Station as well as the Pennsylvania stz- 
tion, and would carry most of the long- 
haul passengers who now patronize the 
surface cars, thus relieving the street cars 


of all but short-haul passengers. T pro- 
vision to give free transfers from t sub- 
Way cars to all of the cross-town lines, it is 
asserted, will offset whatever offer can be 
made by the Belmont syndicate, which at 
best can only offer transfers to the ele- 
vated trains from their-subway system. 


‘McADOO VISITS HARLEM. 


Mayor to Suppress Gambling—Police 
‘Force on Good Behavior. 


Renewed activity was noticeable every- 
where among the police on duty in the 
publi@ streets yesterday, for there were 
new commanders in three important inspec- 
tion districts and eleven precincts, and 
Commissioner McAdoo had stated that now 
that he had signed the order restoring the 
three-platoon system with the incoming 
month he expected every man to be on his 
mettle. Uniformed policemen in the terri- 
tory controlled from the Mercer Street Sta- 
tion, where Capt. Robert R. Tighe suc- 
ceeded Capt. William Hogan, mounted 
guard before houses where gambling and 
other vices are suspected of flourishing. 

“If the lid is off anywhere it must go on 
again,’ said Mayor McClellan. ‘I shall 
suppress gambling wherever possible. Of 
course, I cannot do the impossible. I have 
had several conferences with Commissioner 
McAdoo, and he is giving me his fullest co- 
operation.”’ 

Soon after leaving Headquarters Commis- 
sioner McAdoo, with Second Deputy Com- 
missioner .McAvoy, appeared in a cab at 
the West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street Station. He said he was carrying 
out his promise of Tuesday to look over 
the situation in Harlem personally, it hav- 
ing been reported that “the lid” fs tilting 
there. He met there Inspector Elbert O. 
Smith and Capt. McGlynn of.the station. 
They looked over the blotter together and 
the Inspector accompanied the Commis- 
sioner during the rest of his jaunt. 

Then they drove to the East One Hundred 

and Twenty-sixth Street Station, where 
the Commissioner found the’ building in 
need of repairs and-said he would attend to 
the matter. He also visited the West One 
Hundredth Street and West One Hundred 
and Fifty-second Street Stations, returning 
home early in the —_* 
. He dhe found no evidences that “‘ the 
lia ’’ s being raised, but added that he 
had only started his personal investigation 
of the Harlem district.

On Anti-Injunctioff Bill, 


FLOOD OF EVILS PREDICTED 


Influential Business Organizations 


Represented at Hearing Before a 
“Hose Committes, 


Special to The New York Times 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—There was: a 


large gathering of representative merchants, 
manufacturers, and business men from all 
parts of the country at thé hearing given 
this morning by the House Committee on 
Judiciary on the pending Anti-Injunction 


bill. The Chairman of the committee, Judge 
Jenkins, conducted the consideration ‘of the 
subject by reading questions propounded by 
the friends of the bill. : 

James M. Beck, late Assistant Attor- 
ney General and now of New York City, 
appeared for the Building Contractors’ 
Council of the City of Chicdgo an@ several 
National associations of-mahufacturers and 
employers. 

After.referring to the bill as one of the 
**most mischievous and iniquitous pleces of 
legislation ever proposed to a committee 
of the American Congress,’’ he continued: 

“Giving to the language of the bill its 
fair ahd’ feasonable import, it should be 
entitled.a bill to repeal the Sherman anti- 
trust law, to deprive the courts of their 
most effective power to protect life and 
property, and to authorize organizations of 
men to inflict grievous wrong. upon the 
people, provided that wrong is inflicted “in 
contemplation or furtherance of a_ trade 
dispute.’ The act broadly uses the word 
‘persons,’ and permits any. one, whether 
he be an employer or an employe, to com- 
bine to do acts at present unlawful, pro- 
vided that ‘these acts are in ‘ contempla- 
tion '"—for there need not be any trade dis+ 
pute actually in present existence—or ih 
“furtherance of a trade dispute between 
employer and employes. 

'“ Disguise its purpose as we may, it is 
beyond question an attack upon the courts 
of the United States, and an attempt to 
strip them of a power which has been 
found, in long judicial experience, to be 
essential to the protection .of life and prop- 
erty. “This act has been well called the 
Anti-Injunction bill, for its real purpose is 
disclosed in the sweeping sentence with 
which it econcludes—‘ nor shall any restrain- 
ing order or injunction be issued with re- 
lation thereto,’ ‘thereto’ being trade dis- 
putes. 

“The act is based upon the assumption that 
labor cannot protect its interests by moral 
suasion, but that it is essential that it 
shall, by wiolence, prevent other workmen, 
who, prefer to be independent, from working 
Upon such terms. as they please. 

The Bill’s Real Purpose. 


“ As an attack upon thé judicial tribunals 
of ovr country, it is without any justifica- 
tion. .It is based upon the. assumption, 
thinly disguised by-Mr. Gompers and more 
Outspokenly uttered by other Jabor leaders, 
that. the-courts have not been fair to labor 
in ‘thei. disposition of labor disputes. 

“Tite daw’as to labor organizations is clear 
and unquestioned. The right of labor to or- 


panize. the right of employes, singly or col- 
ectively, for any reason, to quit work, and 
their right in’ any peaceable and orderly 
‘way to persuade others to quit work has 
been conceded in every adjudicated case. 
‘Where ‘then has the line been drawn?” Al- 
Ways at the point where moral influences 
cease and violence begins. Wherever strik- 
ers or those directing them have by riotous 
and disorderly conduct, or by an open show 
of force or violence, sought to interfere with 
the ¢qual right of other workingmen to 
work, and the right of employers to man- 
age their own property, then, and then only, 
the courts of equity have interfered in 
order to prevent irreparable injury. Are 
they to be criticised for such interference? 
Unquestionably there are other means of 
redress, but none that are adequate.

In this connection I may also 
say that although Mr. Gompers gave the 
impression to your committee that the 
Sherman anti-trust law had been par- 
ticularly oppressive upon labor combi< 
nations, as a matter of fact, with few ex- 
ceptions, every exercise of power under that 
act has been directed against the employ- 
ers of labor, as indeed it should be when 
they, in turn, transgress the limits of the 


aw. 

“If,'as provided by this act, two or moré 
persons, in furtherance of a trade dispute, 
até at liberty to do any act, howeéeVer un- 
lawful under present definitions of right, 
unless the same act if done by a single 
person is specifically punishable as a crime, 
then a number of acts will be validated, as- 
suming the act to be constitutional, which 
aré just as effective in depriving a work- 
Man of his right to labor or an employer 
of his right to manage his business as the 
most flagrant physical violence: No one 
s better than the professional la- 
bor leaders, and they know ll well that 
with this breach in the wall, the citadel 
which protects the sacred rights of property 
would assuredly fall. 


Federal Power Exceeded. 


“I cannot but call attention to the fact 
that this act goes far beyond the limits 
of Federal power.. Its real: purpose is to 
be operative throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, and in this attempt 
it is obviously invading a province which 
hitherto, under the: broadest and most lib- 
erel construction of the Constitution, has 
been reserved for the police power of the 
States. Probably the advocates of the bill 
have been misled because-the Federal 
courts have so: often intervened in trade 


disputes, but they should remember that 
the power of the Federal courts to pass 
upon the question was, with few exceptions, 
not based upon the essential nature of e 
controversy, but upon the diversity of cit- 
izenship of the litigants, and that in ad- 
ministering the~ laws in such cases_ the 
Federal courts were but applying the laws 
of the respective States in which the con- 
troversy arose. I am not unaware that 
in the Debs Case, and in a few others, the 
right of the Federal courts to intervene 
was placed upon the direct relation which 
the dispute bore to inter-State commerce; 
but u trade dispute, to be thus subjecte 
to Federal power, must have a necessary 
and direct relation to inter-State or for- 
elgn commerce, and not one merely col- 
lateral and incidental. 

“T believe in Federal power. It was my 
privilege, in. the case of the Northern Se- 
curities Company, when argued before the 
Circuit Judges, to urge that the Federal 
power was broad enough to meet the case 
of a New Jersey corporation which was 
formed for the purpose of consolidating 
two parallel and ‘competing inter-State 
roads, but'I never contended, and I never 
heard any one contend, that the Federal 
Go\ernment had power over persons and 
acts, simp!y because they might have some 
relaticn to a dispute between an employer 
and ws end engaged in inter-State com- 
mrce. venture to say. that no such dlaim 
Was.ever yet made for, Federal power.. To 
me it is unthinkable as a constitutional 
proposition, for, if true, then the States 
are practically without reserved rights. 


Effect of Class Legislation. 


“ Why; then, some one may say, need you 
concern yourself about it? My answer is 
that every unfair and inconsiderate sop 
thrown by Congress to any class simply 
whets the appetite of that class for more 
legislative faVors. Like Othello’s jealousy, 
the appetite for Governmental favor ‘ grows 
by what it feeds on.’ Having received from 
Congress this moral recognition of the 
right to’ riot, the ieaders of labor organiza- 
tions will not be slow to return to these 
halls of legislation and demand other and 
greater concessions, That there should be 
this conflict between labor and capital is 
to be deplored. Far from being essentially 


warring bodies, they are the right and the 
left wings of the army of industry, and 
should march shoulder to showder with a 
common purpose and loyal the same 
flag of pose | regulated by law. 

“I am convinced, however, that such unity 
of spirit will never be promoted by legisla- 
tion which, in seeking to aid one class, will 
widen the breach between both. There can 
never be industrial peace in this ceuntry 
until it is based upon justice, and there 
cannot be any justice until the rights of 
property and ‘the infinitely greater right 
of the individual to work are sacredly rec- 
ognized.

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FREE TRANSFERS FROM 
~~ SUBWAY TO SURFACE 


Offer of Metropolitan interests in 
‘New Underground Deal. ~ 


TO TAP TWO RAILROADS 


Tentative Plan to be Presented to the 
Rapid Transit Commission 
This Afternoon. 


Promising free transfers from its pro- 
posed subway to all of the present cross- 
town street surface railway lines on Man- 
hattan Island, the Metropolitan Traction 
interests will lay before the Rapid Transit 
Commission at its meeting this afternoon 
a tentative plan for a new north and south 
underground road. 

According to the general plan the route 
will be from the Battery to Thirty-8econd 
Street, along the general line of the present 
Eighth Avenue street surface cars—Green- 
wich Street, over Canal, up Hudson to 
Abingdon Square, and thence up Eighth 
Avenue. At the intersection of the avenue 
with Thirty-second Street the s@bway 
would tap the new Pennsylvania Railroad 
station, and from that point it is proposed 


to turn east at some street between Thirty- | 


second and Thirty-sixth Streets and cross 
to Lexington Avenue or to Second Avenue, 
if necessary, running north to the Harlem 
River. 

Going north by Lexington Avenue the 
subway line would tap the Grand Central 
Station as well as the Pennsylvania stz- 
tion, and would carry most of the long- 
haul passengers who now, patronize the 
surface cars, thus relieving the street cars 
of all but short-haul passengers. T pro- 
vision to give free transfers from t sub- 
Way cars to all of the cross-town lines, it is 
asserted, will offset whatever offer can be 
made by the Belmont syndicate, which at 
best can only offer transfers to the ele- 
vated trains from their-subway system. 


‘McADOO VISITS HARLEM. 


Mayor to Suppress Gambling—Police 
‘Force on Good Behavior. 


Renewed activity was noticeable every- 
where among the police on duty in the 
public streets yesterday, for there were 
new commanders in three important inspec- 
tion districts and eleven precincts, and 
Commissioner McAdoo had stated that now 
that he had signed the order restoring the 
three-platoon system with the incoming 
month he expected every man to be on his 
mettle. Uniformed policemen in the terri- 
tory controlled from the Mercer Street Sta- 
tion, where Capt. Robert R. Tighe suc- 
ceeded Capt. William Hogan, mounted 
guard before houses where gambling and

Soon after leaving Headquarters Commis- 
sioner McAdoo, with Second Deputy Com- 
missioner .McAvoy, appeared in a cab at 
the West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street Station. He said he was carrying 
out his promise of Tuesday to look over 
the situation in Harlem personally, it hav- 
ing been reported that “the lid” {fs tilting 
there. He met there Inspector Elbert .O. 
Smith and Capt. McGlynn of.the station. 
They looked over the blotter together and 
the Inspector accompanied the Commis- 
sioner during the rest of his jaunt. 

Then they drove to the East One Hundred 

and Twenty+sixth Street Station, where 
the Commissioner found the building in 
need of repairs and-said he» would 
the matter. He also visited the 
Hundredth Street and West One Hundred 
and Fifty-second Street Stations; returning 
home wort in the evening.

Dr. Maxwell's term 
will expire March 14, 1910; his salary will 
be $8,000. 

Associate City Superintendent Edward L. 
Stevens was re-elected for six years at a 
salary of $5,500 from Feb. 29; Patrick Jones, 
Superintendent of School Supplies, for six 
years at $4,000 a vear from March 6; John 
J. Chickering Cornelius E. Franklin, 
District Superintendents. John 8S. Roberts 
Was appointed Principal of Public School 
No. 75, boys. Lawrence H, Tasker was re- 
appointed as Assistant Supervisor of Lec- 
tures from March 1 at $2,000 a year. 

The board approved the action of District 
Superintendent Edsall in suspending Ed- 
ward Bebout of Public School No, 100, 


Brooklyn, who has been absent without 
leave since last June. 

The bill of Senator Dowling providing for 
the erection of temporary school structures 
in the parks, which has just passed the 
Senate with only four opposing votes, was 
approved by the board after some dis- 
cussion.

GROUT’S ANSWER TO THE MAYOR 


Says Schools Can Get Money Without 
Reopening the Budget. 


Controller Grout did not get 
back to his office from Albany yesterday, 
he forwarded a statement in connection 
with the school situation which was issued 
by Secretary Stanton. The statement was 
brought about by the report tothe effect 
that Mayor McClellan had decided to stand 
by the Board of Education in its fight for 
an additional budget allowance of $350,000 
for the continuance of the night schools, 
lecture courses, and recreation centres. 

“I have read the statements in the morn- 
ing papers ascribed to Mayor McClellan,”’ 
Says the Controller in his statement. 
“Whatever conclusions he has reached 
must be the result of some other investiga- 
tions or reports than those made in the 
Controller's office, since as yet the reports 
of our investigation have not been trans- 
mitted to him. Had he any authentic state- 
ment of my views he could not say that he 
understands me as proposing to abolish the 
study of German and physical culture as 
luxuries, for at no time or place have I 
said such a thing. I am quite as much a 
believer iri both of these as he can be. 

‘The proposed reopening of the budget 
emanates from the Board of Education. It 
is an extraordinary measure never before 
resorted to, I believe, except when by 
charter changes there has been a readjust- 


ment of city departments. Its sole object 
now is to avoid the necessity for a unani- 
mous vote in the Board of Estimate re- 
quired for the issue of special revenue 
bonds.”’

REPORT ON GROUT’S CHARGES. 


Board of Education Committee Against 
His Suggestion of Economy. 


The special committee appointed by the 
Board of Education to investigate Con- 
troller Grout’s charges of extravagance in 
the conduct of the public schools made its 
report last night. 

It is said that the Controller's recom- 
mendation that the teaching of drawing, 
sinking, hygiene, sewing, cooking, manual 
training, and nature study, so that teach- 
ers’ salaries may be saved, cannot be en- 
tertained for a moment. The same is said 
of the Controller’s recommendation that 
money devoted to the purchase cf library 
books be diverted to.the special school 
fund. The money spent on fitting up 
buildings hired for school purposes, the 
committee says, was necessarily expended 
to protect the children’s health. There has 
been no delay in the improvements of sites 
by the board except that due to the failure 
of appropriations by the Board of Estimate. 

“The acme of absurdity is reached in the 
Controller’s report on printing,’’ says the 
committee, ‘‘in which he declares that too 
many leads are used in the printing of the 
minutes of the Board of Education.” 

Mr. Grout’s suggestion that saving might 
be effected by doing away with some of the 
twenty-six district Superintendents is met 
with the statement that they, as well as the 
eight associate city Superintendents, are 
prescribed by the charter. 

Recommendations as to possible economy 
are made by the committee concerning fuel 
supplies, curtailment of the present text- 
boo list, cost of supervision of vacation 
schools and playgrounds, and restriction of 
lecture centres to the poorer and the out- 
lying sections of the city, It is also sug- 
gested that the purchase of sites and the 
leasing of buildings as a matter of economy 
should be placed in the hands of the Board 
of Education. Semi-annual apportionments 


of supplies should be made to the schools 
instead of once every twelve months. 


HUSBANDS STILL PROHIBITED. 


Court of Appeals Decision Does Not 
Raise Bars for Women Teachers. 


“'The present by-law of the Board of Ed- 
ucation regarding the marrying of women 
Principals, heads’ of departments, and 
teachers is not affected by the decision of 
the Court of Appeals in the case of Kate 
M. Murphy,” said an Associate City Super- 
intendent yesterday. ‘‘Mrs. Murphy was 
married in January, 1902, while the old 
marriage by-law of the Brooklyn Borough 
School Board was still in effect. That by- 
law, declared that ‘Should a female Prin- 
cipal, head of department, or teacher mar- 
ry, her place shall thereupon become va- 
cant.’ - 

“In anticipation of this decisign of the 
Court of Appeals, the Board of Education 
amended its by-law on Jan. 14, 1903. This 
amended by-law made the marrying of such 
officials insubordination. This is one of 
the four charges upon which a teacher may 
be tried and dismissed under the charter.’’ 


May Build Schoolhouses in Parks. 

ALBANY, Feb, 24.—When the Dowling 
bill to permit the erection of temporary 
school buildings in parks, excepting Central 
Park, and permitting the expenditure of 
$1,000,000 a year, was taken up in the Sen- 
ate to-day, Senator Marshall opposed the 
bill because it took from people in crowded 
sections their natural breathing places. 

Senator Dowling spoke for the bill, de- 
scribing conditions in New York City, say- 


ing that thousands of children were unable

SAYS TRUST CONTROLS 
FIRE INSURANCE 


Board of Trade Gets a Petition 
Seeking Inquiry. 





CORTELYOU ASKED TO PROBE 


Protest Against Exempting Deputy Tax 
Commissioners Is Adopted by 
the Board. 


A petition asking Secretary Cortelyou of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor to 
institute an investigation of the fire insur- 
ance situation in the United States was 
among the more important subjects pre- 
sented yesterday at the meeting of the 
New York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion. Philip S. Tilden presented the petition, 
which had been signed already by the 
American Warehousemen’s Association, the 
Trades League of Philadelphia, and the 
Philadelphia Board of Trade. 

Grave evils are declared to exist in the 
insurance business. It is said that the com- 
panies are in a trust which has stifled 
competition, advanced rates, and reduced 
the amount of protection given to business 
men. Methods are in vogue, it is said, 
which make it difficult for the holder of a 
policy to collect the full amount to which 
he is entitled. Laws which were made to 
regulate the business are evaded, it is said, 
and the combination has dangerous powers 
of evil in affecting legislation. 

After discussion the question of signing 
the petition was referred, with power, to 
the committee whieh has had the Dryden 
bill under consideration. Mr. Tilden re- 
ported that the Dryden bill seems to be 
dead. 

W. H,. Gibson offered resolutions, which 
were adopted, approving the Mayor's plans 
for making use of salt water in extinguish- 
a | fires. 

rom the Executive Committee came a 
resolution, which was adopted, protesting 
against the scheme to take the Deputy Tax 
Commissioners out of the class of civil 
service appointments. , 

A report from Lewis Nixon, Chairman of 
the Committee on Canal Transportation, 
was made, recommending an amendment to 
the statutes, taking from the New York 
Superintendent of Public Works the power 
to grant permits or privileges upon the 
canals, except for strictly experimental pur- 
poses, The committee held that such power 
should be retained by the Legislature. 

It was recommended that the canal tow- 
ing contract made this year should be re- 
voked. The report was ordered. printed. 

Other matters coming up for consideration 
were the plans for preserving Fraunces’s 

avern, a protest against the Service Pen- 
sion bill, the Lovering Drawback bill, ap- 
proval of the Sheldon bill fixing the re- 
sponsibility of railroads to shippers, and a 
movement to celebrate in 1907 the centen- 
nial of Robert Fulton’s successful steam- 
boat effort. 


ATTACK APPRAISERS’ RULES. 


F. W. Brooks Questions Validity of That 
Requiring Samples. 


The first question as to the validity of 
the new rules recently imposed on the 
Board. of United States General Appraisers 
by Secretary of the Treasury Shaw was 
raised yesterday by Frederick W. Brooks, 
counsel for James P. Smith & Co., whole- 
sale grocers. The particular rule attacked 
was that requiring that in every case in 
which a customs protest is to be suspended, 
the importer must furnish, @ sample of the 
goods, whether the question be one affect- 
ing their character or of an entirely dif- 
ferent nature. 

In the case which came before the board 
yesterday the question at issue was the 
proper charge for corkage and wiring of 
bottles of mustard oil. Mr. Brooks asked 


that the protest be suspended, and A. L. 
Washburn, counsel for the Government, de- 
manded that samples be furnished.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Free Coal Law Not Retroactive—Other 
Rulings. 

Judge Henderson M. ;Somerville of the 
Board of United States General Appraisers, 
in a decision handed down yesterday over- 
ruling a protest by the Perkins Company 
of New York, decided that the law of Jan. 
15, 1908, admitting coal free of duty had no 
retroactive effect. o- 

The importer attempted to obtain the 
benefit of the law for four importations of 
coal in September and December, 1902, and 


the first half of January, 1903. The coal 
was assessed at 67 cents a ton as contain- 
ing less than 92 per cent. of fixed carbon. 
A claim that it contained more than 92 per 
eent. was also overruled. 

General Appraiser Fischer overruled fif- 
teen protests by A. Strauss & Co. and. G. 
Hisch’s Sons of New York against the as- 
sessment of 45 per cent. on small hand 
mirrors. The importers ¢laimed that they 
were dutiable as toys at 35 per cent. 

Other claims overruled were by J. Kridel, 
Sons & Co., G. W. Sheldon & -Co., N. C. 
Crowley, and 8. Ascher, New York. Pro- 
tests sustained were by F. B. Vandegrift 
& Co., Stern Brothers, and Wo On & Co., 
New York. 


IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


In connection with the iron trade condi- 
tions The Iron Age will say to-day: 


The foundry iron markets are perceptibly 
weakening in all the leading distributing mar- 
kets. In some instances metal is made and 
forced on the market in order to convert into 
money ore which had been contracted for Jast 
year, and which must be paid for. But in the 
North the struggle is chiefly between the older 
cémpanies and the newcomers. Thus, at Cleve- 
land and Detroit, the new furnaces are ap- 
parently determined to take the local market, 
while older furnaces from outside distficts are 
fighting to hold what they long controlled. The 
result is that $12 for No. 2 foundry has been 
reached there, while at Chicago the market 
for local foundry has declined to $13. 

A number of the Southern furnaces are drift- 
ing back very rapidly to the $9 basis for No. 
2 Birmingham, which may become attractive 
to large buyers, because it is well known that 
there the line is approaclied which will cause 
blowing out. One feature deserves considera- 
tion when dealing -with the question of the 
supply of foundry iron from the South, and 
that is that the Ensley Steel Works of the 
Tennessee Company will draw from 800 to 
1,000 tons of pig iron per day, and thus lessen 
the quantity available for the open market con- 
siderably. It is estimated that the company 
has orders aggregating 60,000 tons of rails on 
its books, / , 

Reports have been current that some large 
sales of Northern iron have been made at tide- 
water at about $13 at furnace for the second 
half of the year. 

There is little that is néw in the rail situa- 
It is stated that the tota] amount of or- 
taken thus far for 1904 delivery by the 
mills foots up to 1,300,000 tons. 4 

Tew Important orders have been placed lately 
f structural shapes, but the outlook is re- 
earded as more encouraging, both for buildings 
and for bridges. A leading interest has had in- 
qguiries forebridge work from railroads. which 
until recently were not expected to place any 
work this year. One of these was for 6,000 
tons, and the other for $500,000 of work. 

A little encouragement has come to the plate 
trade by the, placing of some orders by caf- 
builders and by shipbuilders; but it will take a 
g00d deal of additional business to make the 
mills even fairly comfortable. In the sheet 
trade, notably in Chicago, me irregularities 
are reported, there being independent mills which 
do not co-operate with the other makers. 

The bar trade has been getting. into ‘better 
condition. The rivet makers have failed in their 
efforts to reach an understanding and there 
is demoralization, with some low prices. The 
scrap iron trade has taken a turn, for the bet- 
ter, and prices are advancing East and West.

THE LAST LETTERS OF MR. HANNA. 
There is a note of hearty and hitherto 
good comradeship in the 
letters that passed between President 
RoosEvVELT and Mr. Hanna while the 
Senator lay upon his deathbed. 

“You touched a tender spot, old man, 
when you called personally to inquire 
after me this A. M.” These are the 
words of Senator HANNA, written on the 





unsuspected 


afternoon of Feb. 5, on being told that 
the President had called in the morning 
to inquire about him. ; 

In the President’s reply, sent the next 
day, a letter which Senator HANNA never 
Saw, he wrote: “May you very soon be 
with us again, old fellow, as strong in 
body and as vigorous in your leadership 
and your friendship as ever.” 

Such familiar interchanges of ecompli- 
ment and good wishes between distin- 
guished men are always interesting. We 
think, however, that rather more atten- 
tion has been paid, by those who are in 
the habit of subjecting written or spoken 
thought to close analysis, to the letter 
written by Senator Hanna to Gov. HER- 
rick on Jan. 30. That was the day’ of 
the Gridiron Club banquet, at which the 
Ohio Senator made his last appearance 
in public. This extract from the letter 
was given to the press by Gov. HERRICK: 
“We must organize our full strength 
and choose the Roosevelt delegates from 
among our friends.” 

These words were read by Gov. HER- 
RIcK as his answer to some question 
about the Ohio delegates to the Repub- 
lican National Convention. Somehow 
they remind us of the historic order, 
“Put none but Americans on guard to- 
night.” Desiring to eliminate the hazard 
of unknown quantities, it was natural 
that this great master of political tac- 
tics and convention management should 
prefer a delegation solidly made up of 
his own friends, men who at a critical 
moment—and had Senator Hanna lived 
there might have been some highly crit- 
ical moments in the convention—could 
be depended on to do the will of the 
leader. Any admixture of Foraker men, 
for instance, might have led to deplorable 
confusion and the derangement of plans. 


MAKING FOR PEACE. 

We referred on Monday to the various 
and probably strong influences that 
would tend to the preservation of peace 
in Europe. Since then the situation has 
changed decidedly for the better. Press- 
ure has been brought on both Bulgaria 
and Turkey, and both have expressed 
themselves as determined to 
the Russo-Austrian plan in Macedonia in 
good faith. That these assurances are 
accepted in high quarters is ‘evident 
from the considerable recovery of the 
Paris Bourse and the calmer tone pre- 


work out 


vailing in other capitals. 

The tone of the English press, which 
was not unnaturally excited by the brill- 
iant beginning made by Japan, the ally 
of Great Britain, has moderated some- 
what. It is recognized that another war 
at the present time, even a relatively 
small one, would be extremely hazardous 
for Great Britain. The Saturday Re- 
view, which has been unusually dignified 
and temperate at this juncture, says: 

So far as this country is concerned, ab- 
solute abstention during this war is not 
only desirable, but necessary. Nothing but 
treaty obligations should draw us or others 
into it. Germany has her own game to play 
in the Near East, and France regards war 
with us as ruin to the best part of her 
trade. It is gravely to be doubted if we on 
our side could stand financially another 
great war, and even the panic which would 
inevitably follow its outbreak might work 
irreparable harm to our credit. A prolonged 
strain might mean collapse. The situation 
at home, apart from that in South Africa, 
should muzzle the yellow press and chasten 
the jingo. John Bull is no longer in maf- 
ficking trim, and will be wise to be less 
demonstrative over Japanese success than 
he was over his own. 

THE “ EXPLOSION ” OF GAS HOLDERS. 

Chief CROKER is entitled to thanks and 
congratulations for having saved the 
great gas tanks in West Fifty-ninth 
sercet when the factory opposite them 
wrase, Gcstroyed by fire on Tuesday. These 
are structures peculiarly liable to injury 
from fire, as heat enough to soften or 
warp the unprotected iron frames in 
which the bells rise and fall would 
quickly cripple them and entail great 
public inconvenience from an interrupted 
distribution. But in calling attention to 
the value of this service Chief CROKER 
should not talk ‘n a way liable to be mis- 
understood, as he undoubtedly did when 


he said: 


Had it not been for the pluck of the men 
who stood in the street between the fire 
and the gas tanks and poured a Niagara of 
mater on them, there would have been a 
terrific explosion, resulting in a loss of life 
and a spread of fire that would have given 
us a disaster worse than the Baltimore 
| blaze. 

s©’The only gas holders on record as hav- 


. dng exploded were sypposed to be empty.

It may comfort those who live or do busi- 
ness near gas holders, as many must in 
cities, and who may be alarmed at the 
risk which this proximity involves, to 
know that the explosion hazard of a 
holder full of gas is nil, The worst that 
could have happened in Fifty-ninth 
Street would have been that the heat 
from the burning factory would have 
warped the plates of the bells enough to 
permit the gas within to escape at the 
seams. Had this gas taken fire it would 
have burned—very fiercely, no doubt, with 
many spectacular features and great 
danger to surrounding property if the 
wind was high, but there would have 
been nothing resembling the explosion 
which Chief Croker thinks was so nar- 
rowly averted by the courage and skill 
of his men. Gas explodes only when 
mixed with air in explosive proportions. 
| The extreme range of the explosive mixt- 
ure is from about seven parts of gas and 
ninety-three of ‘air as a minimum, to 
thirty of gas and seventy of air as a 
maximum. If there is much less than 6 
or 7 per cent. of gas in air it will neither 
explode nor burn, if there is more than 
about 30 per cent. of gas it will burn 
without exploding under normal condi- 
tions. The gas in a full holder, if of qual- 
ity available for lighting and heating 
purposes, could no more be exploded in 
the way Chief Croker feared than could 
a pile of kindling in a woodyard.

and has been in spite of protection. 


THE INVASION OF RIVER BEDS. 

We have more than once expressed the 
opinion in these columns that States hav- 
ing rivers which have the annual habit 
of flooding their valleys could do much 
to minimize this costly evil by a little 
common-sense engineering in the remov- 
al of the obstructions, natural and arti- 
ficial, that cause freshets at certain sea- 
sons of the year. An illustration of the 
wisdom of such investigation is furnished 
in the case of the Susquehanna River. 
A commission of civil engineers, acting 
in the interest of the City of Wilkes- 
barre, has just completed an investiga- 
tion into the causés which are making 
the annual floods in the Wyoming and 
neighboring valleys more and more de- 
structive, and reports that the chief 
cause is the gradual filling up of the 
river beds with mine refuse. It finds 
that between Pittston and Nanticoke, 
and at many points along the tributaries 
of the Susquehanna, several mines and 
washeries dump their culm and refuse 
into the rivers, gradually filling the nar- 
row channels, making flats on which ice 
gorges may find lodgment, and creating 
conditions that favor inundation. It 
finds that this is a violation of the law, 
and recommends that the statute be en- 
forced. 

A like investigation along the Lehigh 
River would show that in the period 
when this valley was the centre of an im- 

j portant iron industry a great many fur- 
naces utilized its banks for cinder dumps 
and that serious encroachments upon the 
natural waterway have been made by 
these slag fills. It is too late to stop 
such invasions of the public right in an 
ancient water course, for with the prog- 
ress of industrial development it has 
stopped itself, but it is not too late to 
undo the mischief already accomplished 
and blast out these obstructions. In- 
deed, the annual damage to property by 
floods would in the case of a great many 
| rivers make it a substantial public econ- 
omy to remove obstructions, provide 
dikes and spillways at points where ice 
gorges form, and open auxiliary chan- 
nels if the natural channels cannot be 
made adequate by reason of interposing 
mountains or other insurmountable bar- 
riers. To leave fertile bottom lands and

ject to the vagaries of streams artifi- 
cially congested with manufacturing ref- 
use or obstructed by removable natural 
obstacles would not seem to indicate a 
high and uniform development of civili- 
zation, 


THE UNION LABEL FOR BUILDINGS. 

The proposition of the National Build- 
ing Trades Council to label all buildings 
erected by union labor is novel, but the 
argument with which it is supported will 
not bear examination, The statement of 
the Council respecting it is: 

The union label on a building will be a 
testimonial that the men who erected the 
building are thorough mechanics earning 
fair wages, and thus enabled to benefit the 
community as consumers, It will be the 
best guarantee that the building is safe, 
substantial, and in a sanitary condition. 

This sounds very well, but it is not 
quite true. The organization of labor in 
the building trades has not “ stood for” 
any of these things. A great many men 
in the building trades unions are not 
thorough mechanics, and have lost the 
principal incentive to become so by feel- 
ing a sense of protection against the con- 
sequences of an unskillful or negligent 
performance of their duties. Their work 
gives no assurance that it is safe, sub- 
stantial, or in a sanitary condition. With 
none of these things does organized labor 
concern itself. Such assurance can only 
be had from a study of the plans and 
specifications, from the character and 
standing of the architect and builder, 
and, as the rule, from a critical inspec- 
tion of the finished work. 

Organized labor makes itself ridiculous, 
and offensive withal, by attempting to 
disguise what at present is its real and 
exclusive purpose behind the pretense of 
erecting and defending economic and 
ethical standards of which it knows little 
and cares less. As the union label on the 
front of a building would do fittle more 
than proclaim the fact that it had cost to 
erect from 25 to 30 per cent. more than 
it could be duplicated for under the open 
shop plan, it is not likely to be popular 
outside of the unions which favor its 
adoption, “ primarily for purposes of ad- 
vertising.” 

COMMON SCHOOLS FOR FRANCE. 

A serious proposition has been intro- 
duced in the French Parliament to es- 
tablish a complete system of common 
schools substantially on the lines of our 
own. The cost, in the first instance, is 
estimated at about $13,000,000, and the 
cost of maintenance at about $1,500,000. 
That does not seem a very considerable 
undertaking to any one accustomed to 
the scale of spending for education in 
the United States. The annual appro- 
priation contemplated weuld not build 
more than two good buildings in this 
city, and the total initial cost is put at 
less than two-thirds of the annual budget 
for education in the city. 

But we must remember that the 
French are but making a beginning in 
the direction of public schools, that all 
the elements of cost are less there than 
with us, that their national finances are 
already heavily burdened, and that even 
this apparently modest appropriation 
will encounter bitter opposition from 
motives wholly unconnected with the de- 
sire for general education. The plan, in- 
deed, is but a tentative step toward the 
solution of the intensely difficult ques- 
tion of the relation of cleric to lay edu- 
cation. It is a step toward that general 
secularized schooling paid for out of the 
Public Treasury and free to all pupils, 
which prevails in this country, and which 
we accept as practically the only feasible 
and efficient system possible under our 
institutions. It is not so regarded in 
France generally, and it will be many a 
long year before it can be. The Govern- 
ment is forced, therefore, to make its 
beginnings cautiously. A measure any- 
where near adequate for a passably 
good system of free common schools 
throughout the republic will cost not tens 
but hundreds of millions before it can be 
thoroughly developed. 

To Americans the general policy of the 
Government would commend itself more 
if it were as tender of the prejudices and 
feelings of its opponents as it is of their 
pockets. The Government has been very 
harsh in dealing with the teaching or- 
ders. It has aroused a sentiment of 
passionate hostility among those Catho- 
lics who are friendly to the republic, and 
it appears to have made unnecessarily 
hard the task of uniting the whole nation 
against any form of revolution. That 
spirit, as we have said, will make the 
secularization of public schools and their 
establishment under civil control more 
troublesome. But we believe that it is 
the only ultimate solution of the prob- 
lem that presents itself. 
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THE ANTI-INJUNCTION BILL. 

Does the Republican Party believe that 
it really needs to add to the number of 
its titles to public distrust by passing the 
Gompers bill forbidding the use of the 
injunction to restrain strikers from com- 
mitting acts of lawlessness and violence? 
Will it not be content until it has riflec 
the Bryan arsenal of all its weapons of 
assault upon business, property, and the 
peace of communities? The Republican 
President has gone far in his efforts to 
win the favor of those who believe that 
th» prosecution of a private business is a 
public wrong. Is the Republican Con- 
gress now resolved to enact the wild the- 
ories of DeRs into law? 

It is proposed to forbid the Federal 
courts to issue writs of injunction re- 
straining acts perpetrated or contemplat- 
ed in.‘ furtherance of a trade dispute.” 
Mr. Beck spoke well within the bounds 
of moderation yesterday when he told the 
House Judiciary Committee that the bill 
would let loose a flood of evils and that 
it would legalize conspiracies to commit 
violence and destroy property. The en- 
actment of such a measure would. be 
equivalent to the issue of a license for 
rioting, arson, and murder. Organized 
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labor working for lawful ends needs no 
such ‘safeguard. Under existing law it 
is amply protected in the enjoyment of 
every just right. Life and property 
would bé less secure, and the public 
peace would be endangered by the pas- 
sage of a bill that so abridged the powers 
of the courts and gave legislative sanc- 
tion to the exercise of lawless passion, 

The Gompers bill is flagrantly anarch- 
istic in spirit. Its enactment would be 
evidence that the Republican Congress 
was moved by demagogic impulses. The 
Administration has already in a great 
measure lost the confidence of the busi- 
ness interests of the country. A further 
appropriation of the dangerous principles 
of the Chicago and Kansas City plat- 
forms, this time on the part of Congress, 
would hardly commend the party to the 
support of sober-minded men already 
wavering in their loyalty and more or 
less openly expressing the hope that a 
candidate free from the suspicion of un- 
steadiness may be nominated at St. 
Louis. 


THE DOWAGER EMPRESS. 

The great number of occasions on 
which the Empress Dowager of China has 
been reported dead makes the current 
rumor to that effect less exciting than 
if it were the first one of like import to 
be winged abroad. She began dying 
some time, let us say, to be quite sure of 
the necrological ground on which we are 
standing, some time before or after the 
Tai-Ping rebellion, and has been at it off 
and on ever since, without bringing the 
matter to an actual finish, unless the 
present report shall be confirmed by fut- 
ure advices. So many rehearsals of 
death, with the subject immediately res- 
urrected again as nimbly active in vari- 
ous turpitudes as ever, prepare the pub- 
lic mind for incredulity when the event 
really comes, and it is quite possible that 
the imposing and influential lady named 
may be dead enough for a Coroner’s jury 
to sit on with entire propriety for a long 
time before anybody beyond the attend- 
ing physicians and the local undertaker 
will believe it. In the nature of things 
she must some time succumb to the fell 
destroyer, no respecter of persons in 
China more than elsewhere, but she will 
be at any rate sheltered from any ab- 
ruptness in the transition. When she 
fades out in her current generation the 
next ore will be pretty well advanced on 
the stage before the fact is established 
on a secure and undisputed historic 
basis. 

It is perhaps not too much to say for 
this very striking and memorable Orien- 
tal female that so far as courage, re- 
source, and activity in public matters are 
concerned she stands in the front rank 
of royal personages of her sex in any pe- 
riod, having for dower the talents and 
ruling qualities of ELIZABETH and CaTH- 
ERINE. There is hardly any public figure 
now on the stage, East or West, who 
has head a longer or more influential ca- 
reer or impressed a stronger indfviduality 
on the time. She has entirely dwarfed 
the legitimate imperial figures around 
her since she began to make them her 
instruments and took into her hands all 
the powers of the throne. With a few 


notable exceptions she has made the 


contemporary procession of Chinese poli- 
ticilans and statesmen seem like jumping 
jacks beside her. She was for keeping 
China in its old traces; holding every- 
thing to tradition and past usage; for 
standing off the intruder when it was 
possible, and cheating him, if possible, 
when it was not. Politically she was 
opportunist, reactionary, obstructionist, 
as she interpreted the need of the hour; 
either designation fitting her at least as 
well as her dragon-embroidered kimono. 
She loved China, which had nurtured her 
not untenderly when she was a slave, 
and continued its care when her aspiring 
and copiously hair-pinned head had 
grown -into the imperial circlet holding 
up the round and top of sovereignty. 
She loved authority and power and hated 
the foreigner, but knew how to tolerate 
him at need, and hated change, but could 
see and admit its occasional necessity. 
Able as she was, she could not do any- 
thing vitally important for her country. 
That will, have to be accomplished on 
lines corresponding with those which 
Japan has followed. This the greater 
Eastern nation now begins dimly to dis- 
cern, and has at her door an exemplar to 
give her hope and courage. For the re- 
markable old lady who has gone, if it be 
true that she has actually gone this time, 
with no more positively last appear- 
ances such as stage royalties in the West 
sometimes string along a tedious term of 
years, she may be quite safely promised 
as secure a place in Chinese history as 
that unmeasured and uncharted fog 
bank presents to anybody who in recent 
times has sat on the dragon throne or 
stood influentially beside or behind it, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Whenever, as this week, there is a 
wholesale shifting about of the higher po- 
lice officials, at least a few people find 
themselves unable to refrain from wonder- 
ing whether ar not this is 4 good discipli.a- 
ary device—if a measure so utterly unlike 
those to which resort is had in other busi- 
nesses for similar purposes is the best that 
could be invented. The question would be 
easier to solve if it were the custom to 
make full explanation of the action taken 
in each case, but it is rare that any 
explanation at all is offered except 
the stereotyped phrase ‘for the good 
of the service,’ and that leaves every- 
thing to the imagination. In this par- 
ticular instance Commissioner McApDoo has 
expanded the old formula a little, ‘“ All 
transfers,’’ he says, ‘‘are made by me for 
the good of the service, and for police rea- 
sons. The transfer of an officer does not 
mean in all cases that he has lost my con- 
fidence. For some of the officers trans- 
ferred to-day I have a very high regard, 
and I am confident that I will get as good 
service from them in their new locations 
as in the old."’ This is more than an inti- 
mation that part of the men who were 
moved have lost the Commissioner's confi- 
dence, and, as he mentions no names, all 
of them are nw obnoxious to suspicions 
to which he asserts some of them should 
not be subjected, The uncertainty thus 
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produced is dgubly unfair—advantageously 
to those whom the Commissioner distrusts 
and d vantageously to the remainder, 
who still fave his confidence. It does 
seem that this unpleasant situation should 
not be periodically created. If an officer is 
transferred for reasons creditable or not 
discreditable to him, why not make the 
reasons public, and if the transfer is a 
punishment, and a fitting one, why leave 
it to be regarded—by the charitable—as 
something quite different? It is readily 
conceivable that a Captain might do ill in 
one precinct and very well in another, 
either because he changed his methods or 
because he fitted better into his new en- 
vironment, and in such cases there might 
be some excuse for not going publicly into 
the details of a first failure, but that ex- 
cuse can hardly cover all transfers, and 
certainly not those due to avowed loss of 
confidence. It is a pretty good plan to do 
public business in a public way, and a 
pretty bad plan to subject worthy men to 
vague suspicions. To make unexplained 
transfers, however, is an old custom that 
has been followed by all sorts of Commis- 
sioners, so it must have arguments in its 
favor. At least the arguments might be 
revealed. ‘ 


-——A queer bill recently introduced by 
Assemblyman SHERRY will, if it becomes a 
law, prohibit after May 31 next the publica- 
tion by any newspaper or other public 
periodical except medical or surgical jour- 
nals of “any picture, device, or representa- 
tion of one or more man, woman, or child, 
or of the features or any part or parts of 
the human body in connection with or as 
part of any advertisement of any patented 
medicine, drug, or surgical instrument.” 
This is a particularly nonsensical and ab- 
surd piece of lawmaking, if ft is not some- 
thing worse, and for it there seems to be 
nothing that even remotely approaches a 
necessity. Legal protection already exists 
against the unauthorized use of personal 
portraits that results in measurable damage 
to reputation, and if people who think they 
have been benefited by heterodox medica- 
tion are willing, out of gratitude or for a 
consideration, to let the makers of the 
preparation publish their pictures in an.ad- 
vertisement, there is no obyious reason why 
the medical papers should monopolize the 
business. Medical papers are of many 
kinds, including good, bad, and jndifferent, 
and the bad ones are at least as bad as the 
very worst newspapers—they are, indeed, 
even more reprehensible, since they indulge 
in false pretenses which the worst of the 
lay journals scorn to make, 
ourselves run much to patent medicine ad- 
vertisements, and could view with perfect 
calmness the enforcement of Mr. SHERRY’s 
proposed law, but that fact has nothing to 
do with its intrinsic impropriety. The law 
as to personal pictures is fairly good as it 
is, though it is sometimes enforced or in- 
terpreted in ways to make the judicious 
grieve and the sensitive rage. Legislation 
on what after all is only a question of 
taste will always- be a dangerous under- 
taking, and Mr. SHpRRY, with his “‘ one or 
more man, woman, or child,’ might well 
leave it for other hands to perform, 


—-If President Roosmvett were a star 
in the theatrical instead of the political 
firmament, the cynical would see in some of 
the strictly personal information that finds 
its assisted or permitted way into the 
papers clear evidence of the employment 
by him of a press agent slightly more 
notable for skill than for delicacy of senti- 
ment. Just now these stories appear—only 
to the cynical, of course—especially’ devised 
to remove any belief that the relations be- 
tween the President and the late Benator 
HANNA were not of the most friendly sort, 
and to substitute for it the conviction that 
they were in reality two hearts that beat 
with but a single thought—the renomination 
of President RoosEVELT. Most open of all 
to this construction is a tale in a Wash- 
ington letter to The Boston Transcript 
which describes the dying Senator as mur- 
muring in delirium of a task that held first 
place in his mind. ‘ At first,’ we read— 
with emotions strangely varied—‘ the 
watchers at his bedside had some difficulty 
in understanding what his disjected utter- 
ances meant, as the Senator seemed to 
imagine himself addressing an audience. 
Presently came from his lips a passage 
which told the story; he was rehearsing the 
speech with which he intended to put THE- 
OPORE ROOSEVELT in nomination for the 
Presidency at the Chicago Convention next 
July. To those who saw Mr. Hanna's 
loyalty to this purpose throughout the long 
period when irresponsible gossip was repre- 
senting his attitude otherwise, this came as 
no surprise. To others who had been doubt- 
ing it added the final and conclusive touch 
to their reassurance of the sincerity of his 
unceasing declaration that he was himself 
in no sense a candidate.” Of course this 
may be an accurate portrayal of fa scene 
that actually took place, but—well, it is 
strangely useful for present needs. Pos- 
sibly related to this remarkable disclosure 
is the publication of the last two notes 
that passed between the Senator and the 
President, with the “old man” in one and 
the ‘‘ old fellow’’ in the other to cause re- 
vision of common ideas as to the terms in 
which men as distinguished as these .id- 
dress each othér. But there; it's all right. 
The President is a star of the political, 
rot the theatrical, firmament, and the ideu 
of employing a press agent would be utter- 
ly repugnant to him. All that relates to 
him is the best of news, and naturally a 
lot of it is forthcoming ffom the indus- 
trious—and ingenious—persons who watch 
him so closely. 

——How lamentably easy it is to be mis- 
taken about things of which one is par- 
ticularly certain. Here, for instance, is an 
unfortunate purveyor of wisdom to The 
Albany Argus solemnly declaring in its 
issue of the 22d inst.: ‘One thing re- 
mains the same as it was in GEORGE WasH- 
INGTON’s time, and that’s the date of his 
birth.”” Evidently this wise person has not 
had his attention called for some years to 
the change from the old style to the new 
style that took place during WASHINGTON’s 
life ‘and caused a mix-up of birthdays and 
other things chronological that has since 
been the source of innumerable errors and 
endless confusion, though it really had to 
be made. WASHINGTON’'S Birthday is now 
as it was during a part of his time, but 
not as it was during all of it. 


REMEDIES FOR RUSH HOURS. 


Changes Suggested in Op3ning and Clos: 
ing Business Houses. 


Tc the Editor of The New York Timea; 

The following two suggestions might be 
eonsidered by the Merchants’ Association 
and the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany: 

By a distribution of time in opening and 
clesing of stores and public schools, say, 
for instance, wholesale houses opeh 8 
o'clock and close 5:30; retail, open 8:30 ana 
close 6; schools, open 9:30. 

I believe’it would be practical to arrange 
opening of business houses and offices over 
a period of two and a half hours, and at 
least over one and half hours for closing, 
thus lessening the rush during busy hours 
of getting to and from business. 

Another saving of time might be accom- 
plished by surface cars stopping every two 
blocks only, between First Street and the 
Harlem River. A blue star or light, stop 
on even numbered streets and a red on 
odd numbers. 

The railroad company can best judge as 
to how much time might be saved on the 
trip. A short time would suffice to educate 
the public.

RUSSIA'S COURSE 


TOWARD AMERICA 


“Historious” Declares Sealed Or- 
ders to Fleet a Myth. 


TURKEY WAS FRIENDLY FIRST 


Czar’s Course in Our Civil War Offset by 
Polish Incident—Needed the Money 
More Than Alaska. 


To the Rditor of Bhe New York Times: 

Russia was Afmerica’s friend the same as 
other neutral powers were our friends in 
the sense of observing their neutrality, The 
first of the European powers that showed 
positive friendship for us during our civil 
war was Turkey, whose Sultan interdicted 
the entrance of pirates in the service of 
the Confederacy in depredation upon ‘the 
commerce of our country in the ports of 
the Turkish Empire. 

This is recognized by Secretary Sew- 
ard in his dispatch to E. Joy Morris, our 
Minister to Turkey at that time. On June 
4, 1862, Mr. Seward wrote that the Presi- 
dent received with profound satisfaction 
the decree of his Majesty the Sultan -inter- 
dicting the entrance of pirates engaged in 
depredating upon our commerce in the 
ports of Turkey, and added: 

“Nor is the preceding any the less en- 
titled to our grateful acknowledgments be- 
cause the piratical operations of the insur- 
gents such ag they have been have al- 


ready been brought to an end. It will, on 
the contrary, be to the honor of the Sultan 
of Turkey that he took the lead in conced- 
ing to the United States rights which it is 
now expected will soon be conceded by all 
the other maritime powers. * * * The 
Turkish Government has been singularly 
just and liberal toward us in this emer- 
gency.” 

There is nothing in the relations of our 
country with Russia expressing our thanks 
for positive acts of friendship on the part 
of ussia. Much has been said of the 
friendship of Russia toward the United 
States during our civil war, and particu- 
larly in regard to her sending a fleet here 
with sealed instructions. 

Those sealed instructions 


are a myth. 
They never existed. ; 


| 
It is true that some 
Russian ships came here in 1863, but that | 
they came here on’ a mission to aid the 
United States is also a myth, On the con- 
trary, it has been asserted on good au- 
thority that they came here on a visit, and, 
it is believed, upon the invitation of Sec- 
retary Seward himself, and Russia was 
very profuse in the expression of her 
thanks for the hospitable reception given to 
the fleet and its officers. 

This is borne out by the dispatches of 
Mr. Cassius M. Clay, our Minister to St. 
Petersburg, to, Secretary Seward. In his 
dispatch to Mf. Seward of Novy. 8, 1863, he 
said that his Majesty the Emperor was / 
“now absent, but. no doubt he would on his | 
return make suitable acknowledgments to 
our Government of the amicable reception 
of his subjects at New York’”’; that the 
Russian officers had ‘ always been grati- 
fied to meet those of the American Navy, 
and they should be most happy, should any 
ships of war visit Cronstadt, to reciprocate 
the late courtesies extended to their coun- 
trymen.” 

After our Minister met the Emperor he 
ogain reported to Mr. Seward, on Aug. 22, 
1 as follows: 


“His Majesty told me that he had al- 
lowed his officers lately in .the United 
States to call upon me en masse and ex- 
press their gratitude for the courtesies ex- 
tended to them in. America, all of which 
was evidently as a national compliment.” 

France did endeavor to bring about a 
joint mediation, and invited ‘Russia and 
England to unite with her, and Russia did 
refuse; but that refusal was given after, 
and not before, England had refused. That 
this is so appears by a dispatch from Bay- 
ard Taylor, who was acting as Chargé at 
St. Petersburg, to.Mr. Seward. In this dis- 
patch, dated, Nov. 85, 1862, Mr. Taylor 


said: 

“While I, infer from the.above that 
Russia would, to a certain extent, be in- 
clined to take part in a movement which 
she fceresaw to he inevitable on the part 
of England and France rather than permit 
a coalition hetween these two powers froin 
which she should be wholly excluded, the 
probable refusal of the English Government 
announced to-day by telegraph relieves me 
from all apprehension of complications 
that might arise from the proposition. I 
stated to Prince Gortchacow at our recent 
interview my helief that England would not 
accede, and am véry glad to find it so soon 
confirmed,” ' 

In further corroboration of this view, 
T refer to a later dispatch from Mr. Tay- 
lor to Mr, Pewerd under date,of Dec. 17, 
1862, in which he said: : 

“Mr. Adams having communicated in 
answer to my confidential letter an en- 
couraging statement of the present attitude 
of England, IT took occasion in an inter- 
view which I had with Prince Gortchacow 
last week to read him some portions of it. | 
This led to a renewed conversation upon 
American affairs, and it was very soon 
evident to me that the anxiety which His 
Excellency had manifested on previous oc- 
casions was beginning to subside. He still 
inquired whether sOme arrangement with 
the insurgents which would put an end to 
the war was not possible.”’ 


AMERICA AND POLAND. 


But there is another side to .this story, 
which, to use a common phrase, puts the 
boot on the other leg. ,. 

In the béginning of 1868 affairs in Rus- 
sia were in a very precarious state. An 


insurrection fn Poland had broken out to 
such a degree that considerable agitation 
The French Min- 
invited Great 


was felt in all Burope. 
ister of Foreign Affairs 
Britain, and subsequently the United 
States, to join with France in bringing 
about the cessation of hostilities. 

In the line of our strict neutrality ‘and 
not mixing with the affairs of European 
States, Mr. Seward gave a courteous de- 
clination to this invitation. 

This declination oduced such satisfac- 
tion in Russia that Prince Gortchacow pub- 
lished his. reply to our Minister in the 
Russian press. I will quote a few passages 
therefrom: ‘‘ May 22, 1863.—I lost no time 
in laying before the Emperor, my august 
master, the dispateh which you have com- 
mui icated to me by order of your Govern- 
ment and which contains the answer of 
Mr. Seward to Mr. Dayton relative to re- 
cent application of the ench Government 
mpos the subject of events in the Kingdom 
of Poland. is Majesty the Emperor has 
been sensibly. moved by the sentiments of 
confidence which the Government of the 
United States of America places in his 
views and designs in regard to the general 
well-being of his Empire. * * Such 
manifestations must eee the bonds 
of mutual sympathy which unite the two 
countries and constitute a consummation 
which too much accords with the aspira- 
tions of the Emperor for his Majesty not 
to look upon it with pleasure.” 

The insurrection in Poland at that time 
was occupying much more of the attention 
of the Cabinets of Europe; including Russia, 
than our Civil War. Our Minister in Par- 
is, Mr. Dayton, in his dispatch to Mr. 
Seward of Feb, 23, 1863, reports: 

“The insurrection of Poland has driven 
American affairs out of view for the mo- 
ment. A disturbance on the Continent, 
especially in Central Europe, is so near at 
hand and touches the interests of so many 
of the crowned heads of these countries 
that distant events fall out of sight until 
these more immediate troubles are settled.” 


NEEDED ALASKAN MONEY. 


It has frequently been said that the 
sale by Rusaix to us of Alaska was made 
out of friendship for thts country. That is 


another myth. 
Charles Sumner, who was Chairman of 


the Committee on Foreign Affairs in the 
Senate when the Alaska treaty came up 
for ratification, in his great speech in sup- 
port of the treaty, under the heading 
*“ Reasons for Cession by Russia,” said: 

“Turning from the question of title 
which time and. testimony have already 
settled: I meet the inquiry, Why does Rus- 
sia part with possedsions associated with , 
the reign of her greatest ruler and filling 
an important chapter of»geographical his- 
tory? Here I amgwithout information not 
open to othefs: 

“ But I do not forget that the First Na- 
poleon in parting with Louisiana was con- 
trolled by three several considerations. 
First, he needed the purchase money for i} 
his Treasury.. Secondly, he was unwilling 
to leave this distant unguarded territory a 
prey to Great. Britain, in the event_of hos- 
tiitles, which seemed at hand. And, third- 
ly, he was glad, according to his own re- 
markable langu e ‘to establish forever 
the power of the United States and give to 
England a maritime rival that would soon- 
er or later humble her pride.’ 

“ Such is the record of history. Perhaps 
a similar record may be made hereafter 
with regard to the present cession. There 
is reason to imagine that Russia, with all 
her eat empire, is financially poor, so 
that these few millions mf Sa be unim- 


rtant to her **** It w for her ad-

pense for her protection.”

In the present war. in all Buro 
wate, our official position is that of scrote ¥ 
neutrality; but that has nothing i do wi 
the sympathies of our people, and ce 
there is nothing in the so-called ‘h 
friendship.’ between Russia and the United 
States that should put any restraint upon 


those sympathies, 

So far as our commerce is_ concerned, 
the value of that with Japan in 1903, includ- 
ing expores and imports, was $66, 055, 
while the value of our commerce with Rus- 
sia for the sameyear was $30,716,150. 


THE. OPEN DOOR. ’ : 

The diplomacy of the United States ad- 
mirably inaugurated by Secretary Hay 
stands for the open door. Russia stands 


for the closed door, and in the face of her 
obligations to withdraw from Manchuria 
she is still there; and this fact has brought 
on the war. 

Need we predicate on what side our 
sympathies should run? And, finally, is it 
net true, as was recently said by the Out- 
look, that “the war in the East is an issue 
joined between the twentieth century and 
the sixteenth.”’ ‘ 

Curiously, it is the Western power which 
represents the sixteenth century and the 
Eastern Power which represents the twen- 
tieth. * * * How little toleration Rus- 
sian orthodoxy has for even an ancestral 
Fess if it is not orthodox, let Kishineff 
estify. ‘ 

There is no political Jiberty in Russia. 
The people have no representation in any 
popular assembly; none in a public and 
uncensored press; none in free and volun- 
tary assemblies; none in public discussion; 
hot even an unfettered right of petition.

MURPHY’S CAMPAIGN PLAN 


@ohn G. Carlisle, Charles S. Fairchild, 
and Ashbel P. Fitch to Speak 
at Later Meeting. 


Tammany formally launched its boom for 
Grover Cleveland as its candidate for the 
Presidential nomination at a meeting of 
the General Committee of the Twenty- 
ninth Assembly District last evening, act- 
ding under the direction of Thomas E. Rush, 
the district leader, who had had a long con- 
sultation with Charles F. Murphy first. 

It became known at the same meeting 
wend at the Democratic Club that similar 
meetings are being arranged in each of the 
Assembly districts of Manhattan and the 
Bronx, and that as the General Commit- 
tees of the various districts meet in the 
regular course of events, speakers shall de- 
clare for Mr. Cleveland. This is Mr. Mur- 
phy’s plan to crystallize the sentiment 
which he believes to be that of the rank 
and file of the party. » 

In this connection it is said to be the 

idea of the Tammany leader that the only 

way the Democratic Party can win the 
Tespect of the voters in the coming Na- 
tional campaign is to take the strongest 
possible stand to stamp out Bryanism, and 
that the best way to take such a stand is 
to nominate Mr. Cleveland. 

At last night’s meeting in the Twenty- 
ninth District, James W. Gerard acted as 
Chairman. Thomas W. Churchill, ex-Dep- 
aty Collector of Customs, was introduced 
by Mr. Gerard as a man who had held 
office under “the next Democratic Presi- 
dent of the United States, Grover Cleve- 
land.”” Mr. Churchill declared that Mayor 
McClellan and Charles F. Murphy, in keep- 
ing the “lid down” in this city, had 

+ strengthened the fibre of every Democrat 
in the country and had helped them in the 
coming fight. 

“Mayor McClellan also has written an 
able book on Venice,’’ said he. ‘*‘ Now, any 
man possessing the knowledge that Mayor 
McClellan possesses of Venice, which is all 
Canals, can be trusted to make as good a 
canal builder as either Roosevelt or Odell. 
At this time, however, there is one man 
who is head and shoulders above all others 
to lead our party to victory, and that man 
is Grover Cleveland, who twice has been 
elected President by Democratic votes.’’

Law and Order Department. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb, 24.—The Executive 
Committee of the Citizens’ Industrial Asso- 
ciation of America completed his labors to- 
day.

The Church Choral Society, which took 
up its work last Spring after a slumber of 
several years, carries it on again this sea- 
son, and is giving two “ recitals,” as they 
are termed, with an 
evening repetition of each one. The first 
afternoon performance was given yesterday 
in St. Thomas's Church under the direction 
of Mr. Richard Henry Warren, conductor 
of the society. The principal work given 
was 8S. Coleridge Taylor's sacred cantata, 
“The Atonement.”’ The composer has come 
into prominence in the last ten years as 
one of the most promising musicians of 
England since the production of his two 
cantatas based on Longfellow’s ‘* Hiawa- 
tha.”” He is a young man, not yet twenty- 
nine years old, and a mulatto, whose father 
was a full-blooded African. ‘‘ The Atone- 
ment’ was composed for the Hereford 
Musical Festival of last year—a fact which 
in itself shows the position which Mr. 
Coleridge Taylor has won for himself in 
England, for when a composer is commis- 
sioned by any of the old-established Eng- 
lish festivals he may be set down as hav- 
ing “ arrived.”’ 

In this cantata he has chosen a theme 
for musical treatment that has called forth 
the highest efforts of composers from the 
earliest times, the passion and death of 
Christ, but his treatment of it is in several 
Ways essentially modern, It is signally so 
in its use of *‘ leading motives,” which ap- 
pear throughout the instrumental accom- 
paniment, although not as the chief ma- 
terial of which it is made, but as a rein- 
forcement of it in color, vigor, and dra- 
matic expressiveness. It must be confessed 
that Mr. Coleridge Taylor’s music needs 
such a_ reinforcement 
more of it than it gets. Of the tremendous 
tragedy and pathos of his theme he gives 
only occasional sign. He has a gift of 
fluent, rather saccharine melody, which 
he has poured out in this score without 
stint, and the sweetness of it all is intensi- 
fied by his melting chromatic harmonies, 
and the delicate iridescence of his instru- 
mentation. 

The performance yesterday was not one 
to do justice either to the cantata or to the 
Church Choral Society. Every allowance 
is to be made for the fact that a considera- 
ble portion of its members, many of the 
women and more of the men, were unable to 
be present. There will doubtless be a 
marked improvement in the choral singing 
to-night, both in body of tone and in the 
security of the entrances. The solo sing- 
ers were Mrs, Toedt, soprano, who sang 
with beautiful eloquence and_expressive- 
ness; Bessie Tudor, soprano; Helen Corbin 
Warren, contralto; Kelley Cole, tenor, and 
Arthur Phillips, baritone.

“FAUST” AGAIN AT THE OPERA. 


Mme. Ackte’s First Appearance in the 
Regular Subscription Performances. 


‘Faust’ was given at the Metropolitan 
Opera House last evening and brought be- 
fore the regular subscribers for the first 
time the new soprano, Mme. Aifio Ackté, 
who was prevented by illness from making 
her first appearance last week in the first 
performance of “‘ Faust,” but appeared in 
the special benefit given for the French hos- 
pital last Saturday evening. The coming of 
Mme. Ackté had been awaited with interest 
on acebunt of her position as one of the 
leading sopranos of the Grand Opéra in 
Paris, and also because of the possibility 
it afforded of reviving more of the operas of 
the modern French school that have waited 
till near the close of the season for the pres- 
ence of French-singing members of Mr. 
Conried’s company. Parisian reputations 
do not count for much in recommending 
singers to the favor of this public, and those 
who bear them have frequently brought dls- 
appointment. It will not be said that Mme. 
Ackté is one of these; but she is not ap- 
parently destined to make a very deep im- 
pression upon this public, though she is 
recommended by some gracious gifts of per- 
son. Her appearance is attractive and her 
presence upon the stage agreeable; her act- 
ing is effective; it is not of the greatest 
freedom and conviction; yet she succeeded 
in conveying the grace and naive simplicity 
of Gounod’s heroine. Her voice is fiexible 
and clear and of considerable pow r, espe- 
cially in its upper ranges; but in Ghality it 
appeared last evening to lack in sympathy 
and warmth. In its higher tones it some- 
times verges on shrillness, and in the iniddle 
ones there is a suspicion of the nasal about 
it. It has little variety of color or expres- 
sive potency, and Mme. Ackté puts into it 
little of the dramatic feeling of the situa- 
tion she is matereeo ne So far as her im- 
versonation of arguerite goes to show, 

ime. Ackté’s powers are not of a sort 
greatly to illuminate the few remaining per- 
formances of the season. 

In its other features the performance was 
like that heard last week, differing chiefly 
in that Mr. Campanari took the part of 
Valentin instead of Mr. Scotti. Mr, Naval 
was again the Faust; his deficiencies were 
if anything accentuated, and his singing 
was far from agreeable. The quality of his 
voice is poor; it is frequently forced, and 
in its upper tones is constricted and thin. 
Some of his outbursts of the parlando are 
distressing to the ear, and he gives the im- 
pression of vb ar constantly to exceed 
the natural limitations of his powers. He 
presents an agreeable and graceful figure, 
but there is little of distinction in his act- 
ing. Miss Walker as Siebel was disposed 
to sing sharp; but when she did not, the 
vocal part of her performance was one to 
please the ear. Mr, Plangon threw himself 
with unusual gusto into his impersonation 
of Mephistopheles, sang it with voice of 
beautiful quality, richness, and flexibility, 
and abundance of nuance, and acted with 
every shade of diabolical humor and ma- 
lignity. It was the one feature of the per- 
formance that was entirely satisfactory in 
all respects, although Mr. Campanaris 
Valentin is now, as it has been in other 
years, a sincere and wholly competent per- 
formance musically as well as histrionic- 
ally. ‘“‘ Faust"’ as it is given under these 
circumstances is not an exhilarating enter- 
tainment; it is, in fact, one that calls up 
regretful memories.

Governor May Leave Senator the Nomi- 


The Platt men were dismayed when they 
read in THe TIMES to-day the announce- 
ment that Gov. Odell had made up his mind 
that the State Convention should be held 
between April 5 and 12, and felt confident 
that his wishes in the matter would prevail. 
Chairman Dunn and all of the Platt men 
have been asserting all along that the con- 
vention would not be held until late in April 
after the adjournment of the Legislature. 

When they read that Gov. Odell was de- 
termined to have an early convention and 
that President Roosevelt was in accord with 
him, they realiaed at once the political sig- 
nificange of the announcement and lost no 
time in verifying the information. Finding 
that it was accurate, they made no effort 
to conceal their feelings and freely rre- 
dicted that the course of the Governor 
would cause trouble in the organization. 
They talked, however, as men who already 
realized that their defeat was inevitable. 

The full importance of a victory for the 
Governor in the fight for and against an 
early convention did not become general- 
ly known until to-day. It has always been 
the Republican custom in this State for the 
early State Convention and not the late 
convention to select the members of the 
new State Committee in Presidential years. 
The purpose of this is to prevent a change 
in the management of the organization in 
the ‘midst, of a Presidential campaign. By 
having tle early State Convention held this 
year before the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature the Governor will secure a big polit- 
ical advantage over the Platt leaders. 

Premilinary to the State Convention each 
district holds Assembly District, County, 
and Congressional Cénventions. It will be 
impossible for the Platt leaders in the Leg- 
islature to give their attention to political 
work in connection with these conventions 
without deserting their posts in Albany, 
and the Governor, having a majority of the 
present State Committee, will be in a good 
position to secure a majority of the dele- 
gates to the State Convention, who, in ad- 
dition to naming the “ big four" to the Na- 
tional Convention, will also select the mem- 
bers of the new State Committee. 

If his carefully laid plans carry through, 
it will be easier for the Governor to name 
a Chairman of the new State Committee to 
succeed Chairman Dunn than it was to ob- 
tain a majority to vote iv favor of having 
an early convention. 


STRAUSS, THE COMPOSER, HERE 


His Wife Accompanies Him to Interpret

Richard Strauss, the musical composer 
and director, arrived here yesterday with 
his wife and his secretary on the Hamburg-

burg. Those at the pier to meet the com- 
poser and who had never seen him were 
surprised to have pointed out to them a 
young-looking man over six feet in height, 
with large, penetrating eyes and a smal 
blonde mustache.

‘The Market Continues Depressed Upon 
Continuance of Wednesday’s Influ- 
ences—Some New Factors. 


Yesterday's Stock Exchange business 


* Was almost a replica of Tuesday’s, some 


Weakness upon continuance of unfavor- 
able foreign news and additdns to the 
list of unsatisfactory domestic influ- 
ences. The Balkan situation seemed 
sSemewhat better, and Japan oversub- 
scribed its war loan. But these improve- 
ments in the war situation were offset 
by failures in Austria and Holland, as 
well as more in Germany, and rumors of 
embarrassments in Paris. Of course 
there was liquidation in Americans and 
Kafirs, and softness ‘in prices foy the 
“ Governments” concerned, with-a rath- 
er singular exception in favor of Rus- 
sians. That rentes should fall while Rus- 
sian 4s rose in Paris points unmistaka- 
bly to an artificial market. Russia is 
supporting her credit by supporting her 
bonds, and by making dealing in them 
difficult. Japan’s “ peg ’’—victories and 
subscriptions of cash—is both better war 


The additions to_Tuesday’s unfavorable 
domestic factors included poor accounts 
of the iron industry. Pig iron is weaker, 
and steel rail orders are less substantial 
than has been reported. Among the rail- 
Way earnings was New Jersey Central’s 
report of a decrease of surplus for Janu- 
ary by $197,910. It might easily have 
been worse, and there still remains an 
increase of surplus for seven months by 
$1,282,470. It was also said that the 
Panama payment, to which the market 
had all but adjusted itself, is now ob- 
structed for weeks, at least, or for three 
months probably, according to one well- 
informed authority. Clearly this leaves 
an accumulation of exchange liable to | 
dispersal, and throws the disbursement 
from a convenient into an inconvenient 
season. Doubtless the market will read- 
just itself to the new conditions, or would 
if only the conditions could be known, 
but the misadventure serves to illustrate 
how stubborn facts upset good calcula- | 
tions. The effect of the day’s war news 
in the commodity was at last logical— | 
that is to say, wheat rose and cotton fell, 
in flagrant disrekard of the bulls’ argu- 
ment that this war would make cotton 
more valuable. 

The: decline for six successive days of 
industrials, and the larger decline for | 
railways for five successive days, being 
a fact, the question arises how serious a 
view should be taken of the outlook. Or- 
dinarily such prolonged movements in 
either direction are interrupted, although 
the movement should be resumed and 
continued. It would not surprise even 
operators for the fall if there should be 
some technical reaction. Moreover, it 
would be foolish to support the market

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against compulsory foreign liquidation. 
Whatever view be taken of values it is 
evidently pcli¢y to acquire stock which 
must be taken as cheaply as possible. To 
make a market for foreigners to sell on 
would be simply to invite them to do so, 
while a lowering of prices would be jus- 
tifiable discouragement. The reflex ef- 
fect of the war is what disturbs us 
chiefly now. Doubtless its ultimate ef- 
fect will be directly depressing, but now 
its direct effect continues observable 
chiefly in the stimulus in several com- 
modity markets, and apparent in the 
statement yesterday that the Canadian 
Pacific steamers are unable to carry the 
freight bound to Asia. Looking beyond 
the foreign influences, it would not ap- 
pear that the domestic influences are 
alarming except to those who find profit 
in price fluctuations rather than in own- 
ership and income. In other words, the 
fall in prices is altogether disproportion- 
ate to the actual reduction of dividends, 
and goes far to discount any probable 
reduction. A great many people looking 
at the prices of their properties and for- 
gctting their undiminished income feel 
poorer than the facts warrant. Obvious- 
ly, these are not considerations for the 
purchase of stock so much as discourage- 
ment of unnecessary selling.

WALL STREET TOPICS. 


Course of the Market. 


In no essential particular did yesterday’s 
stock market differ from that of the pre- 
vious day. The market opened with the 
same strength which it had displayed on 
Tuesday, only to sell off sharply during the 
afternoon, with the result that in nearly 
every case prices fell below those of Tues- 
day. From the low point of the day there 
was practically no recovery, and the final 
prices showed net losses varying from small 


fractions to two or three points in some of 
the less active issues. The few gains re- 
sulting from the day’s business were with- 
out any_ importance, barring possibly those 
in Amalgamated Copper and Lackawanna. 
In volume the market compared favorably 
with that of Tuesday, if increasing activity 
on falling prices can be considered favor- 


able. 


Traders Principal Buyers. 
The extent to which traders were the 
buyers of stocks is shown by the fact that 


one broker who had a selling order in 4,000 
shares of various stocks sold all but 400 
shares of it to traders. 


Foreign Influences. 

Foreign advices, both from the seat of 
war in the Far East and from the financial 
centres of Europe were conspicuous as 
factors in yesterday’s market. Simulta- 
neously the reported defeat of the Japa- 
nese at Port Arthur had a calming effect 
upon those who previously saw reasons for 
bulling the market on the Japanese vic- 
tories. The failures in Paris, Berlin, Vien- 
na, and elsewhere were much exploited as 


reasons for the market’s weakness, but im- 
portant banking houses with foreign con- 
nections stated that none of the failures 
reported yesterday was of any interna- 
tional importance. 

In similar quarters cable advices received 
from Berlin and elsewhere confirmed the 
press dispatches which reported a decided 
eee in the situation in the Bal- 
cans. 


Lackawanna’s Ups and Downs. 
Apparently for no other reason than that 
it had gone down 11% points on Tuesday, 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western yes- 
terday: rose 11% points in face of a gen- 


erally weak market. It took 300 shares to 
put it from 262 to 250%, and just 100 shares 
to put it back to 262.

CUSTOM HOUSE BROKERS’ BILL.

TEXAS PACIFIG BOARD 
REVERSES ITS ACTION 


Interest on ‘Second- Mortgage 
Bonds to be Provided. 


LAST ANNOUNCEMENT DELAYED 


Wall Street Speculation as to Whether 
Missouri Pacific Interests Were 
Favored. 


The Directors of the Texas and Pacific 
Railway yesterday reversed their decision 
of Feb. 8, when they voted to pass the pay- 
ment of the interest on the 5 per cent. in- 
come bonds of the company, of which $24,- 
676,000 are outstanding. At that time they 
announced that the demands on the com- 
pany were such that the interest could not 
be met, thus permitting the inference to go 
abroad that after taking care of the float- 
ing debt nothing would remain for the in- 
terest. 

The official announcement yesterday 
showing a different state of affairs caused 
much discussion in Wall Street. The state- 
ment was as follows: 


At the meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Texas and Pacific Railway Company on Feb. 8 
no final action as to the payment of interest on 
the second mortgage bonds of the company was 
taken, The income account was considered and 
acted on for the purpose of formal statement. 
At the later meeting of the board, on Feb. 40, 
the subject of the payment of the interest on the 
second mortgage bonds and of the claims of the 
bondholders in this respect was formally con- 
sidered, and in view of the fact that surplus 
earnings in excess of the interest charged on 
these bonds had been made, it was concluded to 
be for the interest of the company and of its 
security holders that provision should be inade 
for the payment of this interest, notwithstanding 
the use that had been made of surplus earnings 
to cover capital outlay. This provision has been 
satisfactorily made and the interest on the sec- 
ond mortgage bonds will be paid on March 1. 


In Wall Street the question was raised as 
to why announcement of this meeting on 
Feb, 10 was not made as quickly as that of 
the meeting on Feb. 8, there being a belief 
in many quarters that the whole affair was 
only an attempt to “ freeze out’’ the mi- 
nority holders and make them sell the 
bonds for the benefit of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, which holds $22,276,000 of these bonds. 
Yesterday's announcement speaks of 
‘claims of bondholders in this respect,” 
on consideration of which the action was 
rescinded. 

At the time the action was taken it was 
stated that the Missouri Pacific had ex- 
pressed itself satisfied with the passing of 
the interest. Wall Street, therefore, as- 


sumed that the “claims of bondholders ” 
were those of minority bondholders. In this 
connection interest was manifested in the 
action of Stock Exchange officials who 
sent a note to the offices of the Texas and 
Pacific, though the contents of this note 
were not made public. 


ISMAY AS SHIPPING HEAD. 


Baltimore Interests Said to Have Fa- 


vored Bernard M. Baker. 


Talk of serious friction in the meeting of 
the Directors of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Company Tuesday, when the 
resignation of Clement A. Griscom as Presi- 
dent and the election of J. Bruce Ismay 
were accomplished, went the rounds of the 
financial district in persistent fashion yes- 
terday. The source of it all was declared 
by those who were in touch with the affairs 
of the shipping combination to be the dis- 
satisfaction of Baltimore interests, once 
owners of the Atlantic Transport Company, 
with the selection of a President other than 
Bernard M. Baker, who was the head of the 
Atlantic Transport up to the time of its 
consolidation as a constituent company of 
the Mercantile Marine. 

One who professed to speak for Mr. Baker 
said yesterday that he was quite willing 
that Mr. Ismay and not himself should be 
the man to succeed Mr. Griscom, whose 
position was outlined in the statement 
given out after the company’s meeting, and 
it is bejeved that the statement that Mr. 
Griscom had looked forward to retirement 
as soon as practicable accurately repre- 
sented his views. At any rate, the length 
of time elapsed since it became definitely 
known that Mr. Griscom would go was suf- 
ficient to obviate any opposition to the 
programme from that quarter, and his re- 
tention as Chairman of the board gave him 
a continuing connection with the work in 
which his life had been spent.

AVERT STEERAGE RATE WAR. 


Meaiterranean Lines Reach an Agree- 
ment to Divide Patronage. 


The announcement was made yesterday 
that the Fabre Line, the Anchor Line, 
the Hamburg American Line, the Prince 
Line, the North German Lloyd Line, and 
La Veloce had reached an agreement con- 
cerning.steerage rates to the Mediterran- 
ean, and that the rate war which has sev- 
eral times been. threatened has been avert- 
ed. 

Conferences have been held daily among 
representatives of the lines in the new 
agreement, and yesterday one of. them 
said that under the new scheme all lines 
would get a reasonable share of the patron- 
age, and that slight concessions would be 
made to the smaller lines. Under the old 
agreements the steerage rate on the Ger- 
man lines was $30. The smaller lines were 
allowed to cut this rate as far as $25, and 


it is now believed that this old regulation 
will again be adopted. The former agree- 
ments were broken when the smaller lines 
some time ago reduced their rates as low 


as $20.

Brackett’s Bill to Suppress Opera- 
tion of False “ Trusts.”

ALBANY, Feb. 24.—The first legislative 
move against the Shipbuilding Trust will 
be made in the Senate to-morrow ‘ when 
Senator Brackett. will introduce a: bill pre- 
pared by Frank White, the authority on 
corporation legislation, to amend Section 6 
of the general corporation law. 

The bill does not affect the Shipbuilding 
Trust directly. It is the outgrowth, how- 
ever, of the methods employed by that 
corporation, and its consideration is likely, 
not ohly to open up for legislative inquiry 
the whole financial scandal which has so 
recently stirred Wall Street, and in which 
sO many prominent up-State people, includ-- 
ing Gov. Odell, have a personal interest, 
but may result in some embarrassment to 
F. D. Kilburn, Superintendent of Bahking. 

The Brackett bill is designed to prevent 
the mischievous use of the word “ trust,’ 
“surety,” and like terms in the corpor- 
ate name of companies organized under 
the business corporation law. 


It was one of these conpérations. which 
had a capital stock of onl 000, which 
was one of the instrumental ‘ies “used in ef- 
fecting the organization under the laws of 
New Jersey of the Shipbuilding Trust by 
means of dummy incorporators and dummy 
Directors. The downfall of this huge cor- 
poration resulted in scandalous disclosures 
and made apparent the fact that al- 
leged trust companies were being used for 
the purpose of deceiving and misleading the 
communities in which they are operating. 

Among other lines of business conducted 
by “these companies is that of acting as 
register of the stocks of other incorpore- 
tions, acting as transfer agent in this State, 
and as trustee under corporate mortgages. 

These are powers which are conferred by 
the banking law only upon regularly organ- 
ized trust companies, 

It was a matter of comment among mem- 
bers of the Legislature that it seemed like- 
ly to have been within the knowledge of 
Superintendent Kilburn that these alleged 
trust companies were violating the banking 
law and defying his power to have them 
ousted from their corporate rights and 
powers. 


NEW YORK HOME RULE ONLY. 


Up-State Cities Don’t Want 
Inspection Bill Coming. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 24.—The Home Rule Com- 
mittee met to-day and appointed a sub- 
committee consisting of Senator Marshall, 
Senator Elsberg, and William Barnes, Jr., 
to make an examination of the New York 
charter and report just what extension of 
home rule for that city it would be wise 
for the Legislature to grant. 

The home rule question has now been 
narrowed down to New York City. At the 
meeting to-day the representatives of other 
localities said that there was no sentiment 
among the constituencies which they ‘rep- 
resented for any increased municipal power. 

There was some talk at the meeting to- 
day as to what could be done about gas, 
and the point was made that the Legisiat- 
ure would not have the right to give the 
local authorities power to fix the charge 
for gas, the gas company having a charter 
from the State. It is wertain that a bill 
will be introduced to provide for whatever 
inspections of meters the local authorities 
desire to make, and it is not improbable 
that the city may also obtain the right of 
putting up its own gas plant. 


LOST $360 BY A MINUTE. 


Curb Broker Compfomised Damage Suit 
Just as the Jury Returned. 


The Tobey-Levino battle on “the curb,” 
Which occurred on March 31, 1901, and was 
the talk of the Street for many months, 
and which prompted the facetious dealers 
in outside securities to present to Harry G. 
Tobey of Tobey & Kirk a belt large enough 
to girth ten men of his size and bearing the 
inscription *“* Champion,” got into the Su- 
preme Court yesterday when Alexander E. 
Levino’s suit to recover $15,000 from his 
adversary was tried. A large number of 
curb brokers were in Justice Greenbaum’s 
courtroom, 

While the jurymen were wrestling with 
the problem that was presented to them 
the lawyers and principals got together, 
and it was announced a few minutes later 
that a settlement had been agreed upon 
whereby the defendant was to pay to the 
plaintiff the sum of $300, 

Just at that minute the jury filed into 
the room, The foreman started to say that 
a verdict had been reached when the Jus- 
tice interrupted him, saying that no verdict 
Was necessary, inasmuch as an agreement 
had been reached. 

One of the jurymen announced, however, 
that $660 had been decided on, and hearing 
this Levino nearly fainted, while the as- 
sembled brokers roared with laughter. Then 
the brokers withdrew into a corner and 
began the discussion of a difficult problem. 
The y had gotten up a pool for the man who 
should come nearest guessing the amount of 
damages the jury would award Levino, and 
they were uncertain whether the money 
should be paid. Obtaining legal advice, how- 
ever, they ‘ten ided to pay it to ** Billy ”’ Gal- 
lagher, Who had guessed at $350. Then they 
aN walked out of the building in a bunch, 
and “ Billy ’’ Gallagher extended some sort 
of an invitation which everybody in the 
party accepted.

INDIRECT SUBWAY STRIKE. 


Union Could Not Reach Reach “Signal Concern, 
So It Hit Contractors. 


An unexpected strike of the plumbers in 
the stations of the subway took place yes- 
terday against Byrne & Murphy, who have 
the contract for plumbing for all the sta- 
tions, forty in. number. The plumbing 
stage had been reached in twelve of the 
stations, bringing out about fifty or sixty 
men and stopping all further progress of 
work. 

The strike is a violation of the arbitration 
agreement of the Building Trades Employ- 
ers’ Association, Byrne & Murphy being 
affiliated «with the association, and the 
Plumbers’ Union having signed the arbi- 
tration agreement. 

While the strike is &gainst Byrne & Mur- 
phy, the Plumbers’ Union has no grievance 
against this firm, and the strike is to force 
the Union Switch and Signal Company, 
which has a subway contract, to employ 
members. of the New York Plumbers’ 
Unien. The Union ge. Se Signal Com- 
pany holds that the wo it is dding can 
only be done by %s own experts, and the 
New York plumbers insist that they can do 
it and should have the work, As far as was 
learned yesterday, the Plumbers’ Union, 
finding it had no control of the men em- 
played by the Union Switch and Signal 
Company, and that it could control Byrne 
& Murphy’ 8S men, ordered out the latter, 
though the firm’s contract is entirely dis- 
tinct from that of the Union Switch and 
= Company. 

C. Byrne of Byrne & Murphy, when 
asked whether the strike was not a viola- 
tion of the arbitration agreement, he said 
he believed it was, and that it was also a 
violation of the agreement between the 
Central Federated Union and the Rapid 
Transit Contractors’ oe at 

Secretary W. C. Douglas of the Rapid 
Transit Contractors’ Association said that 
the strike was a surprise to him. 


GERRY SWEARS OFF TAXES. 


Wants None of His Cash to Go Up State 
—Stillman Cuts Assessment. 
Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry visited the 


offices of the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments yesterday and swore off the 


assessment of $300,000 made against his ; 


name for personal property. He declared 
that he was a reSident and taxpayer in 
Newport, R. I., and he als® flatly declined 
to pay on any personal property here for 
the benefit of the rural districts. 

“The City of New York is bled for the 
up-State sections,’’ declared the Commo- 


dore, ‘“‘and I do not intend to pay on per- 
sonal property here for the benefit of the 
up-State counties when I am not legally 
obliged to do so. Were it not for these 
conditions I might be willing to pay on 
some personal property here, even though 
TI arn not legally bound’ to do so." 

James Stillman, the President of the Na- 
tional City Bank, also swore off most of his 
personal assessment, although he still will 
pay on $100,000. Mr. Stillman was assessed 
this year for $1,000,000 on personal prop- 
erty, although last year his assessment 
was for only $100,000, on which he paid. 
Mr. Stillman declared this year that even 
though his personal property consists of 
non-taxable securities, he is willing to pay 
on $100,000 of personalty because of the 
police and fire protection which he re- 
ceives. 

Augustus A. Juilliard, who was assessed 
on $100,000 of personal’ property, called at 
the tax office to have the assessment re- 
viewed, but he left without making any 
change, the tax officials succeeding in con- 
vincing him that the assessment as levied 
was a fair one. one.

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POOR OIL TO ACCOUNT 
FOR THE BAD GAS 


Prof. Stebbins Says, Too, the Cold 
Weather Is a Factor. 


DEADLY CARBONIC OXIDE USED 


Quality Much Poorer. Than That of Last 
- Year—Elements of Gas Made 
from Water. 


Prof. James H. Stebbins, Jr., Ph. D., 2 
Harvard graduate, who was chemist for 
the Municipal Gas Company, and is an au- 
thority on gas manufacture, talked yester- 
day on the hearing on Tuesday before the 
Senate Finance Committee at Albany on 
Senator Martin’s resolution calling for an 
investigation of the gas situation in New 
York City. Prof. Stebbins, who has made 
gas analyses for the last twenty-eight 
years, spoke of the quality of the gas fur- 
nished here this Winter. 

“T have been investigating its quality, and 
it has certainly been poor. But you must 
remember that the season has been severe, 
and the frost has got down further than in 
many years, and a result of such conditions 
may be that its illuminating quality has 
been impaired by condensation in the 
mains. I certainly think that this has 
something to do with the gas, which is 
generally complained of. 

“The quality has been poorer than that 
of last Winter. When I was chemist for 
the Municipal we used to turn out thirty- 
candle-power carburated water.gas. But 
they got $2.25 a thousand for it, against $1 
a thousand now. I know that then high- 
class ‘ gas oil’ or naphtha was used to en- 
rich the water gas. I would infer now that 
economies have been resorted to, and that 
may account for our inferior quality of gas. 
It looks as if_an inferior quality of ‘gas 
oil’ is used. 

“There is nothing extraordinary in the 
analytical reports submitted to the Senate 
committee so far as carbonic oxide is con- 
cerned. In gas 24.84 per cent. of this is 
about the average. I have seen it 27 and 
17. The statement that it is a deadly gas 
is true, but .02 of 1 per cent. would hardly 
develop poisonous symptoms. It is too 
diluted. Carbonic oxide is not un illuminant, 
byuta diluent. In carburetted water gas the 
proportions in 100 are: Carbonic oxide, 24 
; carbonic acid, 2 to 3; illuminants, 15 
to 16; marsh gas, 15; hydrogen, 43; aqueous 
vapor and sulphur compounds, a trace. The 
carbonic oxide comes from the water gas.’ 

Prof. Stebbins was interested in the latest 
report on photometric observations of city 
gas by Chemist E. G. Love of the Depart- 
ment of Water, Gas, and Electricity; which 
appears to show that last week the’ illumi- 
nating power was much above the legal 
standard, twenty candle, except in one in- 
stance. He said that because of his ob- 
servations of the gas burned this Winter it 
surprised him
